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MAYOR GLEASON SNUBBED 


HIS SENATORIAL DELEGATES 
TURNED OUT, 

BUT HE WILL SUPPORT THE NOMINEE 

JUST THE SAME—THE DEAD-LOOCK AT 
UTICA BROKEN AT LAST. 


It is rarely that the good people of the quiet 
little hamlet of Jamaica, L. I., are so effectually 
aroused from their semi-lethargic condition as 
was the case yesterday. The occasion was the 
convention for the nomination of a Democratic 
candidate from the first Senatorial District, 
which is composed of the counties of Suffolk 
aud Queens, 

Mayor Gleason of Long Island City was on 
hand early in tie day, with a crowd of his 
henchinen, including the sixteeu so-called del- 
egeies whom he had selected at his little 
me tug Saturday last to represent his inter- 
esis mn yesterday’s proceedings. But the fates 
had willed that vic‘ory, which in most of his 
political squabbles bith rio has perched upon 
his :t.ndard, was for the nonce not to 
be his. He and his band of political vult- 
ures were summarily refused the right to 
sit as delezates in the convention by the 
Committee on Contested Seats, before whom 


the case was laid. As if this were not a suffi- 
client biow to the doughty Mayor’s aspiring am- 
biuion, he was still turther sat upon by the re- 
tusal of the convention to allow nim to make a 
speech in his capacity as a member of the State 
Democratic Committee. He and his followers 
left Jamaica with drooping wings, though in no 
Wise disheartened by tueir deteat. 

On the twenty-fourth ballot Capt. Edward 
Hawkins of Jamestown, Suffolk County, was 
nominated by the convention. The ‘candidate 
is a brother of the present Republican Senator 
from the First District. The Republican Con- 
vention is to be heid to-day, and as Senator 
Hawkins js a candidate for renomination it is 
not improvable that the brothers will contest 
the seat. 

The hour designated for the assembling of the 
convention was noon, but it was long after that 
when the twenty-eight delegates were called to 
prder. Henry A. Keeves of Sutfolk was made 
Chairman and George Van Ausdell and George 
Gaffuga were chésen Secretaries. The fun 
began immediately, Mayor Gleason asked to 
be allowed to pame one of the Secre- 
taries. Almost before the words were ut- 
tered ex-Senator ‘townsend D. Cock was on 
Ins feet with the objection that, as Mr. 
Gleason was not a Jegitmately-elected delegate, 
ne had no right on tne floor, Pandemonium 
was let loose. The Mayor backed his lungs 
against the Chairman’s gavel, but, as in the 
famous bout between Senator Erwin and Lieut. 
Gov. Jones in the Legislature last Winter, he 
Was Obliged to succumb. The right of the 
Gleason delegates to seats was referred toa 
committee of four gentiemen from Suffolk 
County, who, after giving both sides a hearing, 
aecided in favor of the Cord Meyer faction. 

Then it was that Mr. Gleason asked for & 
hearing as State committeeman. Though there 
Was ap evident curiosity on the part of many ot 
the delegates to hear what he might have to 
gay, the older heads thought it would be hardly 
Wise or safe, and he was denied even this salve 
to his wounded feelings. Calling his henchmen 
together, Mayor Gleason left the hail and the 
town. Toa TiMEs reporter he said that for the 
present at least he would leave things as they 
were, and would make no attempt to “knife” 
the regular nominee of the convention. 

Four candidates were put forward for the 
nomination—Edward Hawkins of Suffolk, Ed- 
ward Floyd-Jones of Queens, ex-Senator Ed- 
ward ©, Fagan of Queens, and ex-Assemblyman 
Joseph Fitch. On the first ballot Hawkins re- 
ceived 12 votes, Fitch 3, Floyd-Jones 6, and 
Fagan 7. There was almost no variation from 
these figures until the twenty-fourth ballot, 
when Mr. Fagan’s name was withdrawn. His 
delegates weut over to Hawkins, who was thus 
chosen the nominee of the convention. 

Mr. Hawkins has been a life-long Democrat, 
but has never held public office. He was de- 
feated for the Assembly in 1885. Heis a farm- 
er, andis rated by his neighbors as a man of 
wealth. 

PLATTSBURG, N. Y., Oct. 23.—The Democratic 
Senatorial Convention for this (the Nineteenth) 
district, comprising Clinton, Essex, and Warren 
Oounties, was callea for this village to-day. It has 
been generally supposed that George 8. Weed 
would be the nominee, but upon the arrival of 
the delegates here to-day they were given to 
understand that this could not be. Allday long 
there have been conferences and buttonholing 
without stint, but all tono effect. Mr. Weed would 
not consent to become a candidate. When the 
convention met this evening it was thought 
expedient to adjourn until to-morrow morning 
without action, which was done. 

State Committeeman Griffing arrived here 
this evening, and it is thought that perhaps his 
presence had semething to do with the adjourn- 
ment. Efforts are still being made to induce 
Mr. Weed to run, but the better-informed Demo- 
crats say thatthe will not do so under any cir- 
cumstances. Thia leaves matters in a much- 
mixed state. ‘The only other candidates 
mmentioned are H. D. Graves of Essex Couuty 
and George R. Finch of Warren County. Either 
would make a strong candidate. 

Utica, N. Y., Oct. 23.—On the 78lst ballot, 
this evening, the Twenty-third District Repub- 
lican Senatorial Convention nominated Titus 


Sheard of Little Falls. This was accomplished 
by Madison County’s aid. The Otsego County 
delegates voted for Arnold until the last. Mr. 
Sheard appeared before the convention and 
thanked the members for the honor conferred, 
and was followed in short addresses of a con- 
ciliatory nature by Senator Arnold and E. N, 
Wilson, the defeated candidates. 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Oct. 23.—Frederick <A.

The 
aged ecclesiastic celebrated mass at 6 o’clock, 
and at 10:30 Cardinal Gibbons officiated as 
eelebrant in a pontifical high mass, The ser- 
mon was delivered by Bishop Foley of Detroit. 
There were fifty or more priests in attendance, 
and the occasion was very interesting. Dinner 
Was served at the parish residence, at which 200 
guests were entertained. 

‘the Monsignor was presented with a purse 
of $1,000 and a set of goid vestments from the 
parish. He also received a set of gold vest- 
ments from the Sisters of Meroy, aset of purple 
robes from the Lithuanian Poles of John the 
Baptist Church, a six-hundred-dollar gold 
chalice and a purse of $500 from the clergy of 
the Archdiocese of Baltimore.

TESTING CRUISERS’ SPEED. 


SOMETHING MORE TRUSTWORTHY WANT- 
ED THAN THE PATENT LOG. 
, WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—The results of the 


of the patent log that she made her maximum 
speed of 20.6 knots an hour when her horse 
power was about ‘two hundred less than when 
‘she was maxing 19,6 knots, have impressed 
many naval officers with the fact that it 
is impossible to get the exact speed of 
@ fast ship with any kind of log. The old- 
fashioned chip log -has long been regarded 
ag unsatisfactory for any speed above 14 
knots, and the best of patent logs are vory 


unreliable at high speed. This has been shown 
by putting two logs over trom the same ship 
in atest that was made on along run at sea. 
Atno observation did ‘the two logs give the 
same speed, but at times one would be ahead 
and then the other, showing that neither log 
had a constant unit of varixtion. 

The question of how best to determine the 
speed of a fast vessel is one of great importance 
tothe Navy Department, when nearly all the 
vessels now beiug constructed under contract 
have premiums of $50,000 for eath quarter of a 
knot, If a log is used, a variation of a whole 
knot, such as seems to have occurred on the 
trial of the Baltimore, would result in a large 
loss to either the Government or the contractor, 
depending on which side the variation might 
occur. lt is agreed that the only way to get at 
the exact speed of a fast vessel is to ran her 
over a measured course, and the only question 
Me be settled is as to how long the course should 

e. 

It has been suggested that a long course of 
fifty or sixty knots be laid oft between two 
prominent landwarks on shore, and that the 
Tun be made over.this course once, instead of 
the usual four-hourrun. Another suggestion is 
that a five or ten knot course be laid off, and 
that the vessel be run back and forth over this 
course for four hours, making wide sweeping 
turns at each end, going at fuil speed 
all the time, and counting the average 
speed Made while on the course as 
the speed for the whole four hours. 
Still another suggestion is that the vessel be 
run twice over a short course, once with the 
tide and once against it, aud that the exact 
number of revolutions per knot be carefully 
ascertained, and then by dividing the total 
number of revolutions made in four hours by 
the number of revolutions per knot, the exact 
speed for the full time could be very nearly 
ascertained, 

Any one of these methods would be better 
than to rely altogether on the log, and as some 
months will probably elapse before the trizl of 
the first speed premium vessel—the Pnhiladel- 
phia—there is ample time to consider the mat- 
ter and make experiments. In the meantime 
the second trial of the Baltimore will take 
place, and may result in some more interesting 
data about the reliability or unreliability of 
patent logs.

HENRY W. PECK OF MONTCLAIR, N. 
FOUND DEAD IN A HOTEL.

About 9 o’clock 
last night a man about forty years of age went 
to the Getty House. He registered as “J. CU. 
Johnson, New-York,” and was given Room 10. 
About 10 o’clock this morning he rang his bell, 
and when the walter answered it he ordered 
some writing materials, saying he had some 
letters to write. . 

That was the last seen of himalive. AtS 
o'clock the chambermaid went to his room but 
found the door locked. She informed G. D. 
Allen, the manager of the house. He burst in 
the door and there saw his boarder lying dead 
upon the floor, his head in a pool of blood, and

Manager Allen notified the police, who in turn 
notified Coroner Cnaries B. Wordquist of ‘fuck- 
ahoe.

W. Johnson, the 
proprietor of the house, in which the,;writer said 
that his real name was Henry W. Peck of 
Monteclair, N. J. He.asked to have nis brotner- 
in-law, W. H. ae of 123 Ohambers-street, 
New-York, and his family in Montclair, N. J.. 
notified of his death. A second letter was ad- 
dressed to the Coroner, ere | the same re- 
quest and giving the same directions. The third 
letter was addressed to Mr. Bayless, 

The Coroner took charge of the man’s gold 
watch and valuables and the $3 in money found 
in his pockets, and adjourned the inquest until 
10 o’clock to-morrow morning. It was learned 
in this city that Peck was a ‘married man, hav- 
ing a Wile and two daughters living in Mont- 
ciair, N.. J. So far as known, his domestic 
affairs were of the pieasantest. He was a 
partner in the Deunis Manufacturing Company, 
which puts up medicines and pharmaceutical 
preparations at 20 Vesey-street, New-York. 
What induced him to take his life is a mystery, 
but it may be disclosed py his leteerg to his 
brother-in-law, Mr. Bayless, which the Coroner 
Tetaius. A telegram bas been received from 
Mr. Bayless that be would be present at the in- 
quest to-morrow.

A NEW SCHOOL OF ART. 


MR. FARNSWORTH’S VALUABLE GIFT 
TO WELLESLEY COLLEGE. 


WELLESLEY, Mase., Oct. 23.—Progress in 
American art reached an important stage to- 
day in tke opening of the Farneworth School of 
Art at Wellesley College. Formal literary ex- 
ercises and social features marked a holiday of 
celebration. In the morning a reception was 
held in the Stetson Gallery of the new art 
building. Prominent guests numbering about 
four hundred had accepted the invitation of the 
Trustees, and were received by President Helen 
A. Shafer, Mrs. Pauline A. Durant, Mrs. Alice 
Freeman Palmer, Mrs. William A. Claflin, and 
Mrs. H. B. Goodwin. the 

After luncheon was served in the main build- 
ing literary exercises were held in the lecture 
room of the School of Art. The Rey. Alexander 
McKenzie presided. The President of Iowa 
College offerea prayer. Dr. McKenzie paid a 
tribute to the founder, the late I. D. Farns- 
worth, In a sketch of his lite. One of the archi- 
tects, Mr. Arthur Rotch, gave the purposes of 
the architectural design and of iis classical 
signification. The Hon. Martin Brimmer of 
Boston wade a scholurly address upon the con- 
ditious of the deveiopmeut of art. 

The Farnsworth School of Art is the realiza- 
tion of the thought of the late L. D. Farnsworth, 
who, being a frieud of Mr. Durant, the founder 
of the college, was given an opportunity of ex- 
pressing his desire to aid in the development of 
art cuiture. The building, dedicated with 
these interesting ceremonies, was erected 
with Mr. Farnsworth’s gift of $100,000, and isa 
noble iliustration of the classic style of archi- 
tecture. Itis 126feet6 inches long and 136 
feet wide in its widest part, and is built of 
Berea stone, gray in color. ‘The architects, 
Messrs. Kotech and Tilden, while planning a 
buitding that would show its purpose as a tem- 
ple of the fine arts, arranged its galleries, lect- 
ure rooms, and studios to the best advantage of 
@ school, 

Even more important than the _ galleries 
filled with casts and paintings are the studios, 
lecture rvoms, and libraries. The studios are on 
the second floor and comprise nine rooms, 
facing the north; four modeling rooms are in 
the basement of the building. The libraries 
represent an especial feature of the instruction. 
Miss Elizabeth H. Denio, Professor of the His- 
tory Of Art, planned the work of her depart- 
ment from suggestions which she received as 
student fortwo years at Leipsic-under Anton 
Springer. Noticing the interest gained from 
his distribution of books and pictures to the 
students, she bas established at Wellesley a 
“laboratory method” of studying art. After 


‘each lecture in the large lecture room, which 


accommodates 300 students, she has appointed 
@ “laboratory period’ for investigation by 
means of books and pictures. The collection of 
over 3,000 photographs, etchings, and drawings 
Which the school pussesses, makes this method 
practicable, 

The :egular course of art is five years in 
length, but private students are received in 
art branches, and art may be studied in connec- 
tion with other courses.

DOWN BY JUDGE LEWIS'S MEN. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 23.—Late to-night 
Sheriff James Howard of Harlan County 
arrived in the city from Harlan Court 
House. He reports affairs in that sec- 
tion in a lawless condition. Wilson How- 
ard, leading a large band of men, has 
been encamped on the outskirts of the town for 
several days. Judge Lewis, at the head of a law 
and order party, mostly Turner sympathizers, 
essayed to capture the gang, and yesterday 
morning, before daylight, surrounded the 


his men to make their appearance. As soon 48 
the latter sallied forth they were fired upon, 
and @ bloody battle followed from the cover of 
underbrush. 

Builets flew thick and fast. The Howard 
party suffered from the first volley, one man 
being killed and six of the party badly wound- 
ed. Wills Howard had a close call for his worth- 
less life, a ball from a Winchester plowing a 
furrow around hie neck. His brother, John 
Howard, received the contents of # gun, and 
will probably die. James Dean of Howard’s 
band was killed outright. Two of Judge Lewis’s 
posse were wounded, but not seriously. 

After his fight Judge Lewis took his band to 
the Court House and isnow barricaded therein. 
Wills Howard threatens to burn the town. The 
few inhabitants who ure not on one side or the 
other are panic-stricken and want to get away 
but are afraid to venture across the thirty 
miles of wild country to the nearest raiiroad 
Station, which is Pineville. Eoth sides are 
armed with Winchesters. 

This last clash between the two factions is 
the direct outcome of the killing ofa man named 
Hall last week, and the shooting of a young 
Howard last Saturday. Wills Howard had been 
eamped about ten miles from town up to that 
time, but when his younger brother was shot he 
came on with the avowed intention or * clean- 


ing out” all his enemies,and Judge Lewis in 
particular.

TO PREACH IN THE THEATRES, 


A SERIES OF SERVICES TO BE GIVEN 
IN THE BOSTON PLAYHOUOSES. 


Boston, Oct. 23.—A committee of Episcopal 
clergymen appointed last Winter to consider 
the expediency of establishing theatre services 
in Boston has formulated a plan of work, 
opened asubscription list, and decided to go 
ahead. The services will be commencedin the 
middle of December, when the city contains 
the greatest number of people. The aim of the 
clergy is to reach the floating population, and 
also residents who are not regular church- 
goers. Itis proposed to continue the services 
every Sunday night. If the movement is suc- 


cessful they will be repeated for a period of 
four or five months every Wiater hereafter. 

Services of this nature are not new in Boston, 
but they have Litherto been carried on only occa- 
sionally and not according to a permanent and 
well-organized plan. The Rev. James Freeran 
Clarke was the first to start them in the How- 
ard Athenzum, The committee has not yet de- 
cided whether to hold the services in the 
Atheneum or in the Grand Opera House. They 
will be of a simple character. Music and sing- 
ing will be the most attractive features to the 
persons who are expected toattend. There 
will be a brass band, a good choir, and a selec- 
tion of familiar hymns in wbich all voices may 
join. The discourses will be practical talks 
of a liberal nature not intended te make prose- 
lytes to the Episcopal communion. The plan 
has been indorsed by Bishop Paddock.

A PRESBYTERY COENSURED. 


THE QUESTION CAUSES A LIVELY SCENE 
AT ASBURY PARK. 


ASBURY PARK, N. J., Oct. 23.—This was the 
last and most eventful day of the sixty-sixth 
annual meeting of the Synod of New-Jersey. 


First Presbyterian Church, where the first mat- 
ter to be considered was the complaint of that 
church against the Presbytery of Monmouth, 
that the Westminster Church of this place had 
been irregularly admitted to the Presbytery. 

The case isa complicated one, beginning in 
1883, when the Rev. E. E, Moran, then pastor 
of the First Church, rendered himself obnoxious 
to many of his congregation, The trouble 
caused asplitinthe church Finally the dis- 
aifected ones withdrew, and two years ago 
: established the Westminster Church. This 
church was recognized and received by the 
Presbytery of Monmouth, against the remon- 
strance of the First Church. 

The complaint was turned over to the Ju- 
dicial Committee, who, through its Chair- 


man, the Rev. Dr. Theodore F. White, reported 
that the committee did not find the allegation 
of irregularity sustained. A motion was made 
to appoint a judicial commission to consider 
the report of the committee. This was excited- 
ly debated, but finally the whole case was re- 
ferred to another committee of eleven members, 
The cowmiteee retired and was seen no more 
until to-night. 

In the meantime the Synod went on witn its 
business. The Rev. William T. Findley of 
Newark reported that over $21,000 had been 
raised tor ministerial relief. The Committee on 
Synodical Home Missions recommended a reso- 
lution to raise $13,000 for that cause, which 
was adopted. Judge Ritchie and Judge Gum- 
mere of frenton were appointed a committee to 
secure special legislation, enabling the Preaby- 
terian Church to vetter manage its church prop- 
erty. The committees on Church Erection, 
Home Missions and Sustentation, Systematic 
Beneficence, Foreign Missions, and Finance 
preseuted encouraging reports. 

At 5:30 o’clock the committeeof eleven came 
in to report. Then the Chairman, the Rev. Dr. 
8S. M. Studeford of Trenton, presented a unani- 
mous report that, though there had been many 
irregularities in the beginning of Westminster 
Church, yet it was sufficiertly organized to ap- 
ply for admission into the Presbytery, but that 
the Presbytery had acted with undue haste in 
receiving the church, thatit had not sufficiently 
examined into the matter and was therefore 
subject to censure. 

Motions and counter-motions were made, 
questions of order ana privilege came thick and 
fast, and a dozen speakers occupied the floor at 
once. A motion to adjourn was made, and the 
confusion became worse. After three recounts 
the motion was declared lost by one vote. The 
Moderator, Dr. Henry M. Storrs, decided that 
the members of the Monmouth Presbytery, De- 
ing under criticism, could not vote on the ques- 
tion of the adoption of the report. An appeal 
was made, the Moderator was sustained, and 
an exception was entered by the defeated side. 
The report of the committee of eleven was 
then adopted by an overwhelming majority. 

During the recess that followed, a meeting of 
the Monmouth Presbytery was held and the 
tactics of the Synod were condemned in the 
strongest terms and a written protest was 
drawn up. Some of the members feared to gu 
to this extreme, and the protest was adopted by 
a vote of 7to 6. When tue Synod reconvened 
for the evening session the protest of the Pres- 
bytery was laid before it. The probable result 
will be that the case will be carried to the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

The Committee on the Place of Next Meeting 
reported in favor of Atlantic City, and the re- 
port was adopted. The Synod was finally ad- 
journed at a late hour to-night. 





ANOTHER OHNTENARY. 


“WASHINGTON’S VISIT TO BOSTON A 
HUNDRED YEARS AGO. 


Boston, Oct. 23.—One hundred years ago, in 
October, 1789, Washington, as President, 
visited New-England, remaining in Boston from 
Saturday, Oct. 24, to Thursday, Oct. 29. It is 
proposed to celebrate the centennial of this 
event by a public meeting in the Old South 
Meeting House Saturday morning next at 11 
o’clock. Mayor Hart will preside. The meet- 
ing will be addressed by Mr. Charles C. Coffin, 
the Rey. E. G. Porter, Mrs. Abba Goold Wool- 
son, and others, it is hoped by the Hon. George 
F. Hoar, Gen. Joshua L. Chamberlain, and Mr. 
John Boyle O’Reilly, and there will be singing 
by a chorus from the public schools. Itis de- 
sired that this commemoration shall also serve 
a high practical purpose. 

The neglect of the grave of the motber of 
Washington at Fredericksburg, Va., has long 
been a reproach to the Nation.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 23.—George H. Rice, 
Tratiic Manager of the Occidental and Oriental 
and the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, 
announces that the new schedule of the Occi- 
dental and Oriental Company will go into ef- 
fect on the 28th inst.; that thereafter six 
steamers, three belonging to each company, 
will perform the service between this port 
and China now performed by eight vessels. 
“The Arabic,” said Mr. Rice, “ will go back 
to England, as there is no more use for her. 
The City of New-York and the City of Sydney 
will be placed on the Panama Line, whicn 


will increase service from two to three steamers 
@ month.” 

Mr. Rive said that the withdrawal of two 
steamers from the China service was owing 
partly to the putting into effect of the Chinese 
Exolusion act, which reduced the amount of 
Chinese travel, and partly to the competition of 
the Canadian Pacific Company. The new steam- 
sbip China, which isto take the place of tne 
three vessels withdrawn, will arrive here about 
the 26th inst. from Glasgow. She is 5,000 
tons burden, and is one of the largest and fastest 
boats plying between here and China.

Such was the ticket which was nominated 
last night at the mass meeting of citizens op- 
posed to the continuance of the present rule of 
Tammany Hallin the politics of this county. 
It was the result of an agreement between the 
independents, County Democrats, and Repub- 
licans, and the way in which it was approved 
of in the hall of the Grand Opera House indi- 
cated that the braves of Tammany have betore 
them a fight which will not be sluggish. 

There was no crowd of excited politiciana 
about the Opera House before the meeting as- 
sembled. The men who were interested in the 
meeting came quietly, took their allotted places 
without demonstration, and awaited the sound- 
ing of the gavel of the presiding officer. It did 
not take many minutes for the seats of the hall 
to be filled, once the stream of citizens began to 
flow in their direction, and a considerable time

The committee retired at once to prepare the 
names of the candidates for formal presenta- 
tion. These candidates had been picked out a6 
conferences held on Tuesday night aud yester- 
day between the representatives of the Repud- 
licans, County Democrats, and Citizens. Clair 
man Campbell announced that while the com- 
mittee was attending to its work W. W. Niles 
would speak. Mr. Niles was received with ap- 
proving applause. He said in part:

With this division there is always & 
balance of power, distributed among each side, 
which will see that this is so and see that tne pos- 
session of power by the party that is in does not 
create in its ledders ap unhealthy thirst for power. 
(Applause. } 

“ We do not object to party lines, but what we do 
object to is a centralization of power. it is not 
necessary that ube ieaders of a party in power 
should be honest men, but when those leaders reach 
@ position where they can say Ww the people, 
*What are you going to do about it’ then we 
are in danger. 1 weed himself administered the 
affairs of this city to the satisfaction o: all until 
hig power became centralized and be became iue- 
pendent. (Cheers. } 

“When iammany Hall shall order that no man 
but a member of its organization shail lift his 
Voice; no man but @ member of Tammany shal. 
have @ position of respousibility, then it is time to 
call a bait. If this is a meeting in the jnuterests of 
the whoie people, with uo regard to factlious and 
divisions; @ meeting determined to stir the people 
and start that progress which shail result in pro- 
tecting us against this arbitrary power and seilish 
interest, then the citizens will stand by it, and it 
ought to and will succeed. [Applause.]} : 

“When lawyers of previous good reputativn, 
when reterees of previous good faith, when J udges 
of grave responsibility ure compelled to face ia- 
dictment for crime rather thap disobey the power 
behind thew, then it is time to add to tue Jefierson- 
ian characteristics for an oftice hoider—is he honest, 
is he faithful, is he capabie }—it jis time to add te 
these, I say *Is he free?’ ”’ (Cheers.)} 

Following Mr. Niles’s speech came the read- 
ing of the platform upon which the Citizens 
stund. it consists of a very long preamble and 
*@ very short resoluuion, The preamble scored 
@ point against Sheriff Flack, and bas a plank 

vocating ballot reform. In part, the docu- 
ment says: 


* All the evils and scandals that in the past have 

disgraced the Government of our city and humili- 
ated our Civic pride can be directly traced to the 
apathy and indifference with which the mass of the 
people, iulled into false eeourity by fair promises 
and apparenily respectable nominations, have per- 
mittec some political organization to absorb and 
monopolize the City Government and the jadicial 
bench. 
* Judicial and civic officers should know no alle- 
giance save to the people, aud should be directed in 
the administration of their offices only by the law 
and their own consciences. 

“That such olticers should secretly or openly 
acknowledge a primary fealty and responsibility to 
any political factiou is intolerable and fuli of dan- 
ger tu the best interests of society. The pu Serv- 
ice and the interests of morality are Lut smail xain- 
ers if unfaithful public servants are to be visited 
with po greater puuishme:t than expalsion trom 
an ofganization which was responsibie ior their se- 
lection, wich coutinues Ww reap whatever of patron. 
age and political advantage appertains to the pos- 
session of their offices, aud which shows no desire 
nor inclination to further their removal from posi- 
tions which they have prostituted auc disgraced. 

“The community stands to-cay where it has 
stood before. A compact political corporation, tried 
in the past and found unfaithtul, ouce more asks 
toat unlimited power be piaceuin its hands. AS 
before, it offers fair promises and presents respect- 
able Candidates, even though in order to do s0i§ 
has fon gag it necessary to go outsides its own orgau- 
ization. 

“The importance of the offices to be filled at the 
approaching election should not be underestimated.

The platform was adopted with a shout and a 
cheer. Mr; Campbell cailed upon the Chairman 
of the Nominating Committee to report, and 
Mr. Van Wormer came forward and did so. He 
said: ‘The tirst nomination 1s that for Judge 
of the Court of Common Pleas, Thomas Allison, 
{cheers several times repeated.] He is a man in 
the prime of life, a practicing lawyer, who has 
beer: ted with some he most dis- 
tinguished counsel of this county. He cannot 
be influen¢éed or dictated to; he is above re- 
proach. [Appiause, } 

“ For Judge of the Court of General Sessions 
the conimittee has nominated James Fitzgerald, 

A voice: ‘Three cheers for Jim Fitzgerald.’)} 
‘or Judges of the City Court, Frederick G. Ged- 
ney [cheers] and J. E. Newburger. [Repeated 
cheers.| For President of the Beard of Alder- 
men, Charles J. Canhda. [Applause.] This is a 
nomination, gentiemen, which will please every 
citizen. Finally the nomination for Register 1s 
Willian H. Béllamy.” [Cheerts.] 

Several gentiemen on the fleor endeavored to 
speak in favor of the ticket. Michael J. Speli- 
man, as the representative ef the Retail Dry 
Goods Association, heartily indorsed tue nomi- 
nees. Then a young lawyer named Isaac N, 
Fatk succeeded in getting the floor. He started 
@ speech and was roundly applauded so long as 
he stack to eulogy of the movement and the 
nominees as presented. He struck asnag, how- 
ever, when he said: 

**We should recognize the service of old and 
faithful Judges on our bench. 1 wonlkd nominate 
in place of Frederick G. Gedney a Justice who, in 
the wine years of his judicial career, has filled his 
position with dignity and integrity. [Hisses and 
catcalls, interpersed with cries of be sgh 
Gentiemen, we are here as citazens, as freemen, att 
I demand the right tospeak. [Discerdant groans, } 
I refer to a man who is a candidate on the Tammany 
ticket, [hisses,} bot who is not a Tammany 
man. [Laughter.] They were forced to put his 
name on their ticket, because if they did not do so 
it would have been placed on another and he would 
have been elected. (Cries ot ‘Oh!’] 1 would sub- 
stitute for the name of Frederick G, Gedney [Cries 
of‘Ne you wouldn’t’] the name of [overwheiming 
groans and hisses) the name of [more groans and 
hisses] Justice Charles J, Nehrbvas.” 

It was a heroic effort; but, so far as weight 
Was concerned, was swept away like chaff. Mr. 
Falk called tor a separate vete on each nomi- 
nee, but his voice was drowned amid tne roar 
by which the original ticket Was nominated by 
acclamation. 

Judge Henry E. Howland was the last speak- 
er, but be did not get much of « chance to make 
eh impression, a8 a great many peupte leaving 
the hall almest drowned his voice. He said: 

“ Where one political party gets such strong cop- 
trolof affairs that novody tan question it, that 
party naturally becomes corrupt and puts corrapt 
men in office. ‘ithe great mischief in this city is that 
the parties are not eveuly divided. One of the great 
benefits of these citizens’ movements is that it calis 
offending parties toa halt. What can you expect of 
an organization like Tammany Hall? Organized as 
@ patriotic body, it got into politics, and is 
Low @ secret political organization, controlied by 
one man, Who masks his absolute Dower behind four 
others, his lieutenants. When you call the atten- 
tion of a party hke that toa citizens’ movement it 
does good, [applause,} as is shown by the fact that 
this year Tammany has produced a chameleon 
ticket got up of many hues. This ticket is so varied 
thatit reminds me ofa sign before a Fulton-street 
market which reads: 

* All kinds of berries in their season, 
Straw, Rasp, Black, and Huckle.” 

“This may be an off year in politics and we may 
not beable to awaken sufficient public feeling to 
attain our object, but, like a great Prussian Gener- 
al 6n the field, we must take as our motto, 
‘Patience and forward.’ It is a shame that the 
citizens of this, the greatest city in the country, 
should not be abie to govern it in a way that 
at least should not be derided by other cities. 
{Applause.}] When strangers come here the first 
thing they note is the filthiness of our streets. 
Our pavements are torn up indiscriminately. 
Theres a Beard of Hiectrieal Controi here that will 
not allow the Mayor to chop deadly electric light 
wires down nor allow the companies to repair 
them up. Our streets are so uniermined that we 
continually run the risk of being blown up into 
the air. A thousand oiher things I might name, 
but you know them as well as I. Let us hope tor 
a grand upheaval of public sentiment that will 
blow some goou men into pubhe etiice. [Applause. } 

“ In conclusion 1 would offer the following reso. 
lution: 

“Resolved, That the Committee on Nominations be 
and hereby are appointed to act as an Mxecutive 
Committee, With power to add to their own num- 
ber, and they are hereby authorized to use all 
proper and hvnorable efforts to secure the election 
ot the candidates nominated by this meeting.” 

This resolution was unanimousiy adopted and 
was followed by a motion to adjourn.

SKETCHES OF THE NOMINEES. 

William H. Bellamy, the nominee for Register, 
is a banker and real estate dealer, now in his 
tifty-first year. He was born in Medinain this 
State, and was given an academic education. 
He came to New-York in 1854. During the 
war he was in charge of the Post Office at Port 
Royal, 8.C., and at the end of hostilities lo- 
cated at Charleston and went into business, but 
his stay there was short, and returning to this 
city he engaged in the real estate business, in 
which he has been engeged for more than 
twenty years. Up to December last, for several 
years, he was President of the Ninth-Avenue 
Bank. He resigued his position to become 
President of a manufacturing company. 

Mr. Bellamy has always been an active Re- 
pudlican. He Ras been a member of the Repub- 
lican County Committee since 1872 and Secre- 
tary of that organization since 1886. In 1883 
he was made the candidate of his party for 
State Senator in the Eleventh Senatorial Dis- 
trict. but was detcated by George W. Piunkett, 
the Tammany candidate. William W. Niles, the 
County Democracy candidate, was third tm the 
race. Mr. Bellamy isa man of tamily and bas 
resided ror some time at 101 West Sixty-eighth- 
street. 

James Fitzgerald, who was nominated last 
night te run against Judge Giltersleeve for 
Judge of the Court of General Sessions, came 
to this city early in life from Limerick, Ireland, 
his birthplace. He got much of his earlier edu- 


cation in the night school at Cooper Institute. 
Wuen Hubert O. Thompson caused the removal 
of H. A. Gumbieton from his place in the 
County Clerk's ottice Mr. Fitzgeraid was put in 
as lus pendens clerk. He studied law in Colum- 
bia College, and was admitted to tie 
bar in this city. He served in the 
State Senate in 188v and 1883, and Gov. Cleve- 
landrecommended his appointment as Deputy 
District Attorney under District Attorney Peter 
B. Olney. During Judge Martine’s administra- 
tion of the aifairs of the District Attorney’s of- 
fice he was made @ iull assistant at a salary of 
$7,500 a year, and under Mr. Fellows he is 
senior assistaut. He has been identified with 
the movement in this city in behalf of the Irish 
cause, and was connected with the Irish Parlia- 
mentary Committee of which Eugene Kelly was 
President. 

Thomas Allison, the nominee of the conven- 
tion for Judge of the Court of Common Pleas, 
is about forty-five years of age and a lawyer of 
established reputation and extensive practice 
in this city. He has frequently been suggested 
as @ suitable subject for judicial honors, but 
has never been formally before the people. His 
political predilections are Republican and in 
local affairs he has occasionally taken an active 
part as a champion of honest methods against 
machine domination. He is a member of the 
Twenty-third Assembly District Republican 
Association. 

Frederick G, Gedney, ex-Judge of the Eighth 
Judicial Districts Court, is one of the most 
familiar figures in local politics. He is a native 
of this city, was educated in the public schools, 
and, choosing the law as a profession, was 


admitted to the Barin 1861. He enlisted as a 
Union soldier at the breaking out of the rebel- 
lion and served through the war with distinc- 
tion. At the close of the war he was appointed 
United States Weigher, a position he subse- 

nently resigned to accept an appointment as 

Jounsel to the Department of Public Buildings. 
This he in turn resigned in October, 1875, when 
nominated by the Republicans for Judge of the 
Eighth Judicial District Court. He was electea 
Nov. 2, 1875, by a plurality of 1,248 over the 
Tammany nominee. He was renominated in 
1881 and re-elected by an increased majority. 
Since 1887 he has beén out of office. 

Joseph KE. Newburger is a New-Yorker by 
birth, having been born here thirty-six years 
ago. He was graduated from the old Fifth- 
street school in the Eleventh Ward, and then 
entered the law office of Samuel Hirsch. After 
a course at the Columbia Law School he was 
graduated with honors in 1874, and at once 
began the practice of law. He has been trustee 
of the Rodoph Sholom Congregation in Clinton- 
street, of whicn his father was one of the 
founders. He is Secretary and Wirector of the 
Jewish Theological Seminary, and has been 
President of the Daniel Webster Lodge, I. O. F. 
$s. of L, and Abranam. Geiger Lodge, R. S$. B., 
an@ is also Grand President of District No. 1 
B’nai Brith. Mr. Newwarger has been a resi- 
dent of the east side all bis life, where he is 
Known a8 an anti-Tammany Democrat, having 
left Tammany Halil in 1879 when that organi- 
zation bolted the nomination of Lucius Kobin- 
son for Governor. 


Charies J. Canda, ex-Assistant United States 
Treasurer in this city, is about fifty-five years 
old, and ‘was born in Paris. In early life he be- 
came associated with William B. Ogden, and 
while yet a young man he developed such abil- 


ity in railway and financial management that 
Mr. Ogden gave him power ot atterney and put 
him in fali charge of his vst railway interests. 
About 1874 Samuel J. Tilden wanted a manager 
for his multifarious interests, and selected Mr. 
Canda. At about this time Mayor Wickham ap- 

inted him a Trustee of the Brooklyn Bridge. 

hen thé elevated toads went into operation he 
Was che a Director as Mr.Tilden’s represent- 
ative. also represented Mr. en in the 
Lake or iron industry. 

From 1880 he devoted himself chiefly for sey- 
eral yeurs te the management of embarrassed 
railway orgauizations for Amste bankers 
and investors. While thus 6 d he became 
President of the Cleveland, Akron and Colum- 
bus Railroad and afterward of the Ohio Central. 
While in the last-named position, during his in- 
ecumbency of whieh ne was also interesied in 
Jocomotive ana car works on the Ohio River,

A QUAINT OLD DOOUMENT. 


THE TRANSFER OF MANHATTAN 
TO THE DUTCH. 


8T. PauL, Oct. 23.—Samuel H. Thayer of Min- 
nesota, United States Minister at The Hague, 
has written to the Rev. Dr. E. D. Neill, Dean of 
Macalester College, inelosing him a quaint and 
ancient document for the Minnesota Historical 
Society. The letter is as follows: 


My DEAR DOCTOR: I take the liberty of iaclos- 
ing herewith copies in Dutch and English text of 
the only document in the archives of The Hacue re- 
lating to the transfer of Manhattan Isiand from the 
Indians tothe Dutch in 1626. I also send you a 
photograph of the original. 

SAMUEL R. THAYER, 

Following is a translation of the original doc- 
ument in all its quaintness: 


To the High and Mighty Lords of the States Gen- 
gyteral at The Hague: ‘at 

My Loxgvs: ‘There’ arrived here yesterday the 
ship called the Acre of Amsterdam, which sailed from 
the River Mauritius (now the Hudson) for New- 
Netherland on the 234 of September. Report is 
brought that our people there are diligent and live 
peaceably: their wives have aiso borne them child- 
ren, Yhey nad purchased the Island of Manhattan 
from the Indians for the sum of 60 guilders.

OF INTERES: TO YACHTSMEN. 

A general meeting of the New-York Yacht 
Club will be held at the clubhouse, 67 Madison- 
avenue, thisevening. The committee appoint- 
ed to consider the club’s’ present system of 
measurement for corrected length and classi- 
fication is expected to report, and com- 
munications from the Earl of Dunraven in re- 
lation to sailing an international race next 
year will be submitted to the meeting. Letters 
trom England, which have not been published, 
will be read, and altogether it will be an inter- 
esting meeting. 

At a meeting of the Eastern Yacht Club in 
Boston on Tuesday evening tne club’s sailing 
rules were so amended that the time allowance 


of yachts will not be increased in case the cop- 
ditions governing a race allow a fast average 
rate of speed to be attained. Heretofore the 
club has increased the allewance when fast 
time was made on the theory that conditions 
allowing rapid sailing favor the larger boats. 
The rule was: 

“should any yacht of the fourth or any smaller 
class saila race ata fate exceeding five knots an 
hour, or should any yacht of the third or any 
larger class saila@ race at a rate exceeding six and 
one-half knots, the allowances in the class in 
whioh such case Occurs shall be increased by one- 
tourth the amount given in the table.” 





RECOVERED FROM THE POISON. 

The young girl whom Park Policeman O’Con- 
nor found unconscious from a dose of chioro- 
form in Central Park Tuesday night was pro- 
nounced out of danger yesterday morning at 
the Presbyterian Hospital. She refused posi- 
tively to talk about herseif except to aay that 
her name was’ Emma Ferguson and that she 
lived in East Seventy-sixth-street.

BXPHRTS ON BLBOTRIOITY. 


THE WORLD’S FAIR AND UNDERGROUND 
WIRES UNDER DISCUSSION. 


The New-York Electrical Society met last 
evening in Clinton Hall, on Eighth-street. F. 
B. Crocker, who was in the chair, announced 
that a series of lectures by practical electricians 
had béen arranged for. 

A. A. Knudson read a paper in which he gave 
an explanation of the plan of an electrical ex- 
position at St. John, N. B, of which he had 
charge. The electrical piano was one feature of 
this exhibit. Edjson and his inventions had 
been fully peprecented. A cascade of water 
falling over electric lights of various ¢olors 
was another feature. A revolving tropical gar- 
den lighted with incandescent lamps was also 
shown. she Thompson ElectrieW eiding Company 
bad made an interesting show with a forty- 
five horse power aiternating dynamo by means 
of which iron and steel bars were welded. A 
diagram on the blackboard was used to show 
how cannon in the fort bad been fired from the 
exhibition platform by electricity. The opening 

un at St. John had been fired by the Mayor of 

aneouver, B. C., over telegraph wires. Mr. 
Knudson. thought that in 1892 a separate build- 
ing should be used for electrical purposes. He 
wanted to see there a reproduction of the 
pe Falls at Niagara with the aid of elec- 
tricity. 

Mr. Joseph Wetzler, who had just returned 
from the Paris a! ene age said that that exhibi- 
tion had Httie that was new to the student of 
electricity. The beauty of its arrangements had 
been the main attraction to visitors. Many 
dynamos were shown, but there were only two 
alternating current machines. A new system 
of telegraphy using phonographic cbharac- 
ters had interested im. Street lightin 
in Paris, he suid, was interesting. Al 
the electric lighting companies used an 
underground copper cable system ,with 
insulation, with the exception of one, 
which put its wire underground without insula- 
tion. Telegraph wires were strung up-in the 
sewers which furnished a subway for them, 
but there were only two circuits of high tension 
tor lighting in the sewers and no more could be 
put there on account of danger from moisture 
und possible explosion of gases. He found that 
telephone work was better managed abroad 
than in America. In Edinburgh telephone wires 
were ran over iron poles op the top of houses. 
Dynamos would soon be in operation in London 
producing a current of 10,000 volts. All the 
light wires in London had to be put under 
ground. Rubber and gutta-percha insulation 
was used. 


AKTER LONG VOYAGES. 





TWO BIG AMERICAN SHIPS ARRIVE IN 


THE HARBOR. 


There were two fine, big American ships lying 
over on the Communipaw flats yesterday. Both 
were of the clipper type, and each of them had 
just ended long deep-water voyages. The ves- 
sels were the Lucile of Freeport, Me., and the 
Paramita of Portland, Me. 

The Lucile and Paramita belong to a type of 
craft built after the war—a type which, it was 
hoped, would retrieve the fortunes of the 
American merchant marine. The vessels are 
long in hull, have more cargo capacity than did 
the clippers of the fifties, and are, if anything, 
alittle more heavily sparred. As a carrying 
shibd the Lucile type has undoubtealy proved a 
better vessel than the old clipper, the speed 
difference being but very slightly in favor of 
the clipper. 

The Lucile has just come from San Francisco 
by way of Cape Horn. She is commanded by 
Capt. Bherman of Freeport, Me., her owners 
being Ennis, Soule & Co. of Boston, Mass. The 
officers of the Lucile report that San Francisco 
was almost without ships when they left that 
place. It seemed as if the majority of the 
San Francisco trading ships had taken cargoes 
ot wheat from Valparaiso, while great numbers 
were either bound to or were at Montevideo. 
Both of these South American ports were at the 
time offering charters better than could be had 
at San Francisco. The Lucile made a quick run 
of it around the Horn. Off the coast she spoke 
the American ship San Juakin, bound to New- 
York trom tne Pinlippine Islands. 

The Paramita came from lloilo, in the Philip- 
pine Islands, with a cargo of sugar, and con- 
sumed 140 days in the passage. Her officers 
were surprised not to find the San Juakin in 
port, as that ship left Iloilo twelve days ahead 
of the Paramita. 





THE LOCOMOTIVE ENGINEERS. 

DENVER, Col., Oct. 23.—The locomotive en- 
gineers to-day concluded theif investigation of 
the charges begun yesterday against one of 
the grand officers. It is understood that the 
lodge adopted resolutions reprimanding him. 

The election of officers has been postponed 
until Monday. Cavener, the Chicago candidate 
for Grand Chief, was withdrawn to-day, and 
the only candidates now in the field are P. M. 
Arthur, G. W. Vrooman of North Platte, Neb., 
and B. W. Vedder of Sedalia, Mo. 

Predictions are being made that Vrooman will 
be elected, as a Canvass of-the delegates made 
yesterday failed to give Arthur a majority. 

A resolution introduced to-day providing for 
the location of the permanent headquarters of 
the Brotherhood at Chicago was defeated. Other 
candidates for this honor are Cleveland, Ohio; 
St. Louis, and Denver, with 6verything in favor 
of the fermer. A reselution was introduced 
favoring the location of the World’s Fair in Chi- 
cago, and was adopted unanimously. 





WERE THEY MURDERED? 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Oct. 23.—Masonville, a 
small hamletin the highlands of Delaware Coun- 
ty, between the Delaware and Susquehanna 
Rivers, 1s greatly excited over a revive: rumor 
of murders committed within its precincts.. In 
Mormon Hollow live a farmer and his wife 
who do not bear a good reputation among their 
neighbors. Some eighteen years ago, it is said, 
a pack peddier was never seen after going to 
their house one day. Not long after, a servant 
girl who had said something about the peddler’s 
disappearance also disappeared. 

About a year and a haif ago a cattle drover is 
said to have gone to the farmer’s house to buy 
a pair of oxen and not to have been seen after- 
ward. Interest in these disappearances has 
been aroused by the report that during the Sum- 
mer a Pinkerton detective was investigating the 
matter, working as a farm hand at Mormon 
Hollow. 

District Attorney Fancher took steps to bring 
the case before the Grand Jury, but it was not 
investigated, for some reason or other. 


WALLACE WITHDRAWS HiS BILL. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 23.—William 8. Wallace of 
New-York, the “‘ October pork man,” has at last 
decided to suceumb to the inevitable and abide 
by the decisions of the courts. 

This morning he appeared before Judge Gresh- 
am and asked that the original bill as filed 
against President Seaverns of the Board of 
Trade and the Directors, togcther with several 
packing firms, be stricken from the files. It was 
80 ordered by the Court. 

Monday the Court heard only the arguments 
for a preliminary injunction restraining the 

packers from ioading Wallace with green pork 
ordelivery. The real bill might have been taken 
up, argued, referred to a Master in Chancery, 
and litigated in the courts for years before a 
settlement would have been reached.

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ANDREW LESTER. 

Andrew Lester, generally looked upon as the 
Oldest dry goods man in New-York, died on 
Tuesday atthe age of seventy-six years.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


A NEW BRIDGE AT HARRISBURG. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., Oct. 23.—When the Har- 
risburg Terminal Railroad Company was char- 
tered a few weeks ago only those who were 
interested knew for what purpose the corpora- 
tion was created. Now, however, it is known 
that the company will buila a bridge across the 
Susquehanna River at this place to link the 
Philadelphia and Reading with the Harrisburg 
and Potomae. ; 

Chief Engineer H. K. Nichols and his assist- 
ant, W. Hunter of the Reading, were in Harris- 
burg vesterday looking over the ground. A 
part of the right of way has been obtained and 
& majority of the Councilmanic Committee on 
Railroads and Bridges have signified their wll- 
ingness to report favorably a resolutivun grant- 
ing the additional right of way. Piers will be 


erected, and it is understood that work wil 
be begun at an early day. 

It is the intention of the Reading to bDuila an 
iron viaduct from the river to connect with its 
line, a distance of about a fourth of a mile, cross- 
ing the Pennsylvania Railroad tracks and the 
canal. On the other side of theriver the bridge 
will connect with the Harrisburg and Potomac, 
whieh is completed as far as Bowmansdale, in 
Cumberland County, abeut five miles away. 

When this short distauce is finished and the 
bridge is built, the Reading will have a direct 
route to the West, as the Harrisburg and Poto- 
mac laps the Western Maryland Road at Ship- 
pensbarg, and that line in turn connects with 
the Baltimore and Ohio at Hagerstown. 


LEAVING THE FITCHBURG ROAD 

Boston, Oct. 28.—The Post has an interview 
with Mr. George A. Tarrey, the general counsel 
of the Fitchburg Road, and with President 
Phillips himself, confirming the reported resig- 
nation of the latter. Mr. Tarrey says: ‘‘ Mr. 
Phillips has resigned wholly on his own 
account and at his own desire. For 
some time he has been in poor 
health and has wished to resign to 
please himself and his family. While the suits 
of last Winter were pending, he could not pos- 
sibly retire, but now that the ease has been de- 
cided in the company’s favor, and things have 
become more quiet, he finds himself in a good 


position to leave the office to his suecessor, 
whoever he may be, in very good condition.” 

When asked who would be chosen to succeed 
Mr. Phillips he replied that he did not know, 
but he had noticed that the Albany and Troy 
papers had stated that Mr. H. 8. Marcy, former- 
y General Traffic Manager of the Delaware and 

udson Road, had been spoken of. 

President Phillips was found at his home in 
Brookline, but he simply said that he had re- 
signed on account of ill health. As to who 
would probably succeed him he did not know, 
but dotiptiess the Directors would make a nomi- 
nation to fill the vacancy very soon. It is 
believed in some well-informed circles bere that 
Mr. Tarrey himself is going to be promoted to 
the vacaney.

RAILROAD EARNINGS. 

Reports of railroad earnings were received 
yesterday from twelve roads or systems from 
Jan. 1 to July 31, showing net earnings of 
$3,685,979; net increase over the corresponding 
period of last year, $1,016,033; net decrease, 
$2,000.

Of other earnings reported yesterday the 
third week in October brought $77,345 to the 
Milwaukee, Lake Shore and Western, an in- 
crease Of- $8,904; $177,000 to the Denver aud 
Rio Grande, an increase of $7,300, and $27,341 
to the Toledo, St. Louis aud Kansas City, an in- 
crease of $13,006. During the second week of 
October the Sen Antonio and Aransas Pass Road 
earned $42,321, an increase of $15,664.

sppointments of the course all that could be 
tesired, so far as clubhouse, grand stand, bet- 
ing ring, and saddling paddeck were concerned. 
Fhe stables, situated high and dry above the 
iraek, were in every way satisfactory to the 
horsemen, but the track, in spite of ail the hard 
Work done onit, was bad in spots, and some 
trainers deolined to start their horses over it.

This was all dug out last evening and filled in 
again with sand and gravel, so that this after- 
noon there will be no more trouble, and all pos- 


sibility of accident will be provided against. So 
much better spurt may be expected in the 
future. It was decidedly unfortunate that. with 
80 tine @ park, in such a charming natural loca- 
tion, the track should have turned up so unex- 
pectedly as a troublesome factor to what would 
otherwise have been a most successful meeting 
for the Linden Park Blood Horse Association. 

A large number of ladies were present at the 
course, and they enjoyed the great fire which 
sent cut rays of heat from the big fireplace 
in the restaurant in the rear of the grand stand.

MR. WESTINGHOUSE TALKS, 


HE THINKS THE DANGEB IN NEW-YORK 
IS GREATLY OVERESTIMATED. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Oct. 23.—George Westing- 
house, Jr., the head of the Westinghouse electric 
interests, consented to talk for publication to- 
day for the first time since the death of Line- 
man Feeks in New-York. Said he: 

‘“‘ While lam in favor of having the electric 
wires under ground, I do not approve of this 
agitation at present, simply because I consider 
it unfair to lay charges to the electric wires 
which cannot justly be maintained. The present 
agitation concerning overhead electric con- 
ductors is due very largely to a number of acci- 
dents that have recently occurred in New-York 
City, and also to the active work of the 
managers of the Edison Company and of 
Mr. Edison, who have sought to turn the pres- 
ent situation to their advantage. Eventually 
all of the overhead wires in thickly-settled 
communities will be replacea by underground 
wires, but overhead wires, properly insulated 
and maintained, are what in these busy days 
may be considered perfectly safe. If all things 
involving the use of power were to be prohib- 
ited because of the danger to life, then the 
cable cars, which have already killed and 
maimed a number of people, would have to be 
@bolished. In a like manner railway trains 
would have to be stopped because of accidents 
at road crossings. ; 

“In the recent accident in New-York, after 
Feeks fell upon the wires, which were telegraph 
wires, he was seriously burned, It has been 
established conclusively that the continueus 
current of less energy and less voltage than is 
in dally use on belearepe wires would have 
burned Feeks in the borrible manner indicated. 
I believe, from a full consideration of the sub- 
ject, that the deaths resuiting from the use of 
overhead high-tension wires are only a small 
percentage of what would result from the util- 
ization of the same amount of power in any of 
our industrial organizations. In Pittsburg there 
are wires for 40,000 incandescent lights 
operated by the alternating current. These 
wires are insuluted and are carefully 
maintained, and the result of their opera- 
tien during the past two or three years 1s 
au indication of the safety of the system. Im- 
provements in the manufacture of cables and in 
the form of conduits in which to piace the 
cables have been rapidiy developed, and the 
form of conduits now in use in New-York, 
wherein the cables may be placed or removed 
at pleasure, seems to be satisfactory to the light- 
ing companies in that community. But before 
the subways can be placed generally a more 
comprehensive plan should be worked out by 
the city authorities, 80 that one digging up of 
the streets would meet the requirements for 
years to come. 


POLANDERS HOLD THE FORT. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Oct. 23.—The excite- 
ment to-day at Plymouth over the church riot 
continues at fever heat. Alllast night crowds 
were gathered in the vicinity of the disputed 
buildings, Atalate hour Detectives Holland 
and Roberts, armed with writs, appliea at the 
parsonage for admittance. Their request was 
refused, with threats ef violence iff they at- 
tempted forcible entry. This morning the par- 
ties in tne building signaled to them, andon 
drawing near the detectives were told that 
they might enter, : 

They were escorted through the building, and 
were shown @ perfect arsenal of guns and pis- 
tela in the hands of six desperate-looking Po- 
landers: The officers were then taken to the 
door and informed that the besieged party 
meant to hold possession at all hazards. 

The detectives were convinced that they could 
get forcibie possession eniy by bloodshed and 

ossible loss of life. They theretore gave up 

he attempt for the present, and are contenting 
themseives with keeping a watch upon the 
premises. 

The Polanders arrested for taking part in yes- 
terday’s fracas were given a hearing to-day 
before Burgess Martin on the charge of assault- 
ing a police officer in the discharge of ai duty. 
Martin Wilkes, the leader, was tined $28, and 
William Zobeéeski, Max Lizawiski, and Frank 
Lizawiski were fined $10 each.

AT THE NORFOLK NAVY YARD, 





THE WORK PROGRESSING RAPIDLY ON 
THB NEW WAR SHIPS. 


NORFOLK, Va., Oct. 23.—People in and about 
Norfolk are looking forward to busy times dur- 
ing the coming Winter. What with the repair 
work on the big frigate Brooklyn, the corvettes 
Alliance and Ossipee, the completion of the 
doubie-turreted monitor Amphitrite, the fitting 
out of the Petrel, and construction of the battle 
ship Texas and cruiser No. 8, no one need com- 
plain of lack of employment. There will be a 
large number of workmen brought in from 
neighboring cities, since Norfolk alone will be 
unable to meet the demand. 

The work on the Texas is just at present at- 
tracting the greatest amount of attention. 
Patterns have only recently been sent on to the 
Cramps and to the Bethlehem Works for the 
stem and stern posts. Experis pronounce these 
patterns the most perfect they have ever seen; 
that they are superior to the patterns sent from 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard for the Maine. It will 
be remembered that Commodore Brown, the 

resent commandant of the yard, has said that 

sovernment work can be turned out of the 
Norfolk yard better aud at a cheaper rate than 
from any other public er private yard in the 
country, Allof the empioyes of this yard ap- 
pear to be actuated with a desire to prove tie 
truth of the Commodore's assertion. 

The work on the Texas has been handicapped 
of late by “sub-let” contractors turning in 
pieces of work that will not be needed for some 
time to come, Oonstructor Bowles 1s getting 
all these pieces into shape, however, for use at 
any moment. It is learned here that the Maine, 
which is building at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, 
is some six mouths in advance of the Texas. 
Constructor Bowles believes, however, despite 
this fact, that the Texas will be finished as 
early, if not earlier, than the Maine, because 
the pleas f* this yard is better than that at 
Brooklyn. ‘....y piece of work as it is turned 
Out at this yard is finished and weighed, anda 
comparison shows that in every case its weight 
is very nearly the original estimates, but always 
& little in excess, - 

The nydraulic plant, consisting of two high- 

ower Gordon pumps, a storage reservoir, a 

eel bendin; anda punching machine, are in 

lace in the bending shed of the Gospurt Navy 

ard, and have been given a preliminary trial, 
which was not altogether satiafactory. The 
pumps and keel-bending machine fuifilled all re- 
quiréments, but the punch, which was de- 
signed to cut holes in the plates in the water 
bottom, has not proved satisfactary. These 
holes are elliptical, varying in transverse and 
conjugate diameter from twelve and six inches 
to thirty and eighteen inches, and are to be 
made through plates as thick as three-quarters 
otaninch. At the trial, the die for one of the 
larger openings was crushed under the immense 

ressure into a dozen fragments, the steel show- 
ng @ clear, unblemished fracture, and the sub- 
piece of cast iron the coarse, dull gray tracture 
of FS sp soft iron. 

t has happened that another fault exists in 
the machine which is far more serious, and it is 
doubtful if it can be corrected. As it 18, the 
transverse axis of the die is with the largest 
axis of the bed of the machine, but the length 
of the bed between the columns is less than the 
length of the sheéts that are to be punched, so 
that to pags under the dio they must be put in 
endwise. This would throw the largest axis of 
the elliptical opening across the sheet instead 
of along 1t, as intended. The only remedy for 
this defect is, it is said, to turn the punch 90 
degrees, and the die accordingly. The former 
cab be more easily done than the latter. In 
tact, the latter cannot be done without casting 
a new bed of different pattern for the machine. 
Itis very probable that the machine may be 
kept as it is for duty on smaller plates and one 
of a different pattern provided for the lJarger 
ones. 

The stern post of the Texas is expected soon, 
and workmen will be engaged for fitting it for 
position. The three pieces forming the stern 
and keel piece have been aligued in the bend- 
ing shed and have been found after trial by 
mold to be less than three-sixteenths of an 
inch out. This is much less thau was supposed 
to be the twist before the pieces were put to- 
gether and aligned. The rabbits in all but the 
keel piece are well dvufined and the scarf and 
joint at the terpedo-tube opening come well to- 

ether. Under the eflicient bands of the work- 

en in the shed, joints, bolts, and keys will 
form these parts into a rigid whole, 

Workmen are boring into the hull of the Os- 
sipee and cutting out planks here and there 
that a survey may be had upon her hull and an 
estimate made by the board appointed of the 
total cost of repairs upon her. Stores and cord- 
age are being’ removed from the vessel and in a 
jared days itis expected she will go out of com- 
missiov.

THE EX-ALDERMAN HASNT A CENT,

This is in the English vein that 
the Germans have adopted with such facil- 
ity since they also became a conquering 
race, For some centuries the enterprising 
Briton has been going about the planet 
seizing on any pieces or parcels of 
land that seemed to him desirable 
and if the occupants resisted the 
seizure, killing them off and describing 
them as “rebels” in his dispatches home, 
Of late he has been pursuing this cheerful 
pastime in the Transvaal and in Egypt, 
Capt. WissMANN has bettered the British 
instruction. After he-has killed off enough 
of the insurgents to reduce the rest to sub- 
jection, some. missionaries will doubtless 
be established at Somme to convert the 
survivors to Christianity. The struggle to 
reconcile the precepts of the missionaries 
withthe practices of their military prede- 
cessors will be apt to unsettle the Central 
African intellect.

There are special reasons why the Navy 
Department should authorize that further 
and more thorough test of the gunsof the 
Vesuvius which has been suggested. The 
vessel has really never yet had a full op- 
portunity to show whatitcan do with its 
armament, and the unfavorable comments 
on its possibilities for practical service have 
been based either on the firing of dynamite 
shells from the shore or dummy shells on 
board. Insome cases the unsteadiness. of 
the projectiles in their flight has been due 
to the fact that they were not such as 
would be used in action with an enemy. 
What the dynamite gun can do ashore is 
already known from the experiments made 
at Fort: Lafayette and elsewhere, but only 
regular target practice of the Vesuvius with 
the actual projectiles intended for it can 
demonstrate its real degree of efficiency on 
board ship in. a moderate sea. Such practice 
is the more necessary since Congress long 
ago authorized the building of another ves- 
sel like the Vesuvius, provided the Secretary 
ofthe Navy should find this one efficient; 
while it has also been proposed to make the 
dynamite gun a partof the armament of 
the new coast defense armor clad. It can- 
not be a very difficult task to take the 
Vesuvius off the coast and let her fire her 
regulardynamite projectiles at some suit- 
able target-set adrift for the purpose a mile 
or more away, and the question as to the 
accuracy and effectiveness of the dynamite 
gun compared with that ot an ordinary 
powder gun at that distance could then be 
practically settled. 


The Treasury officials seem to be not quite 
agreed as to the amount of money that will 
be required to settle the claims of army of- 
ficers arising under the decision in the case 
of Capt. M. F. Watson of the retired list. 
The case, it will be remembered, is one that 
brings.a large number of additional claims 
under the principle which had been previ- 
ously settled by the Supreme Court in the 
Morton case, namely, that cadetship at West 
Point is service in the army, and is to be so 
computed in reckoning longevity pay. The 
decisions in both cases were properly car- 
ried up to the Supreme Court from the 
Court of Claims, not only on account of the 
large amount of money involved, but on 
the general principle that a decision of the 
highest judicial authority should be ob- 
tained before a change is made from the 
established rulings and practice in matters 
so important. According to some estimates, 
about 2,500 claims will be filed under the 
Watson decision, calling for a total ex- 
penditure of about $1,500,000, while other 
estimates make the number of claims about 
4,000, with an expenditure of perhaps 
$2,500,000 or $3,000,000. There are still 
some preliminary legal points to be settled, 
now under consideration by the Attorney 
General, but there is little doubt that a 
large amount of money will eventually be 
distributed under the Watson decision. 








THE CITIZENS’ TICKET. 


The ticket put in nomination at the citi- 
zens’ meeting last night is a strong one and 
well calculated to accomplish the double 
purpose of the citizens’ movement. That 
purpose is at once to secure the election of 
first-class men to office, who will not be un- 
der direct obligation to any partisan organ- 
ization, and to defeat Tammany, whose 
candidates are never permitted to be free 
from such obligation. The election ot the 
best available men for judicial and admin- 
istrative offices should always be the 
first consideration in a city election. 
Doubtless the primary object of the men 
engaged in this citizens’ movement-is the 
defeat of Tammany, and they have aimed, 
in making up their ticket, at bringing the 
other political organizations of the city— 
the County Democracy and the Republic- 
ans—to its support. But in accomplishing 
that object they have not sacrificed the 
main purpose of securing the best men for 
office. 

This. object of defeating Tammany is in 
itself alegitimate ene, without reference to 
the character of the men who figure as its 
candidates this year. While Tammany is 
the strongest single political organization 
in the city, it represents a minority of the 
people, and includes a large proportion of 
the more corrupt elements in local politics. 
Moreover, it is openly and avowedly de- 
voted to the policy of using the public 
patronage to reward partisan service and 
strengthen its political organization. Men 
who are elected or appointed to office 
by the Tammany power are chosen 
by its leaders and compelled to do 
their bidding. Underits sway the pubiic 
service is used to promote the ends of 
party organization instead of party or- 
ganization being made the imstrument of 
the people to promote the efficiency and in- 
tegrity of the public service. The system 
and the methods by which it is carried on 
are undemocratic and dangerous. Tam- 
many has now a larger control over muni- 
cipal affairs than it has exercised before 
| for many years, and it is using the oppor- 
tunity to increase its power and make its 
sway complete. Let it get complete posses- 
sion and it will be difficult to dislodge it,. 
and abuses will speedily spring from its un- 
checked control of the public revenues and 
the public administration,

sition ticket was a legitimate object for a 
citizens’ movement, It presents as a basis 
for union a ticket made up of men who 
will not be subservient to any political 
organization but only to the interests of 
the public, While the ticket put in nomi- 
nation may not-be an ideal one, it is excep- 
tionally strong, and it would be difficult 
to get better men for candidates. 

The most important offices to be filled are 
judicial ones, Mr. THomas ALLISON, who 
has been selected for the Court of Common 
Pleas, is one of the ablest and most upright 
lawyers.in the city and is specially versed 
in the laws which affect municipal. inter-. 
ests. There is no question that he would 
make.an excellent Judge, JAMES FITZGER- 
ALD, the candidate for the Court of General 
Sessions, has been a State Senator, with an 
excellent record, and his experience as As- 
sistant District Attorney has made him es- 
pecially conversant with the criminal law 
which is administered in that court. The 
nominations for City Judges are also good, 
FREDERIC G. GEDNEY has had twelve years’ 
experience as a Civil District Judge, and 
his capacity is unquestioned. Mr. Nrw- 
BERGER is less conspicuously. qualified, 
perhaps, but is highly spoken of and un- 
doubtedly competent. 

It is rare that a man of the business ca- 
pacity and experience and of the high 
character of Mr. CHARLES J. CANDA can be 
induced to take a nomination for such an 
office as President of the Board of 
Aldermen. That officer is a member of 
the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, and has a large influence upon the 
action of the Board of Aldermen. This re- 
quires a wide knowledge, keen judgment, 
and a deep interest in the financial con- 
cerns of the municipality. No better candi- 
date could have been found than Mr. CANDA., 
Mr. BELLAMY, the candidate for Register, 
has a wide knowledge and long expe- 
rience in connection with the reai estate in- 
terests of the city, which will be a direct 
qualification for the oftice that has charge 
of the records of titles and transfers of 
real property. He would be sure to con- 
duct the office on strict business principles, 
which 1s precisely what has long been 
needed. Its management as part of a po- 
litical machine has given rise to many 
abuses and scandals. The carrying out of 
the new system of recording titles and 
transiers especially demands the services 
of a competent buainess man, familiar with 
real estate operations. 


The declarations adopted at the meeting 
last night wisely included an approval of a 
regulation of the ballot which would pro- 
tect the independence of voters and the 
secrecy of voting. That would not only be 
the most important safeguard for the purity 
of elections, but the best support of an 
effective union of citizens against the power 
of a corrupt and arrogant political machine, 
which necessarily relies largely on a con- 
trol of voters in mass by coercion or venal 
inducement. The issue of this municipal 
canvass is simply the question of Tammany 
control. Itis acontest between Tammany 
and all the forces opposed to Tammany, 
and it is to settle whether the organization 
of TWEED and KELLY is to become all-pow- 
erful in city affairs. 

AN INTERNATIONAL SILVER “* DOL- 
LAR.” 

Of all the fanciful notions that have bred 
in the heads of theorists under the quick- 
ening influence of the Pan-American Con- 
gress that of an international silver coin 
which shall, in some undefined and almost 
miraculousfashion, bring in the millennium 
of bimetallism and banish all hindrances to 
general prosperity. seems to have been the 
most attractive. This coin, as it appears to 
the imagination of-most of those who spend 
their time dreaming about it, is to bean 
unlimited legal tenaer for all debts in all 
the countries that unite in sanctioning it. 
It does not seem to occur to those Americans 
who have adopted this pleasing scheme 
that the moment it is reduced to a form 
sufficiently precise toenable people of or- 
dinary sense to understand it every ele- 
ment of public opinion that has any special 
interest in silver will unite to oppose it, for 
it would promptly do away with those 
profits to American mine owners that 
have so far been the only real force behind 
the silver movement. 

Mr. SAMUEL BARTON, a well-known stock 
broker of this city and a nephew of the late 
Commodore VANDERBILT, has undertaken 
to inject a little practical sense into the 
seething imaginings about the internation- 
al silver coin. In alittle pamphlet just put 
out by him he presents what he regards as 
a modest beginning for the enterprise. This 
is the coinage of a silver “dollar” not mere- 
ly by the countries taking part in the all- 
American Congress, but by England, Ger- 
many, Austria, and the countries of the 
Latin Union; in short, by all the commer- 
cial countries of the world, this ‘‘ dollar’ to 
be legal tender at its face value in all these 
countries, but only up to the sum of $25. 
Mr. Barton points out that all of these 
countries have now coinr in silver, a simple 
multiple of which are ver, nearly equiva- 
lent to our dollar, as 4 English shillings, 
4 German, marks, and 5 French frances. 
This fact, he believes, would help to 
enable the people of the several countries 
readily to become accustomed to the use of 
the new coin. Thus a new use for 
silver would be provided; the price of 
that troublesome commodity would ad- 
vance; a multitude of evils quite too nu- 
merous, if not too vague, to mention would 
be remedied, and a beginning would be 
madeasoward the realization of that peuul- 
iar financial and commercial heaven 
known as universal bimetallism. So far as 
concerns Mr. BARTON’s proposition to limit 
the legal-tender quality of his new coin to 
$25 it shows, as we have indicated, practi- 
cal sense. We regret tosay of a writer who 
discusses such a vexed and wearisome sub- 
ject with so much candor, and in so mod- 
erate. and rational a spirit, that this feature 
of his plan appears to us to be the only one 
that does betray practical sense. 

There are two obstacles to the plan that. 
we fear would beinsuperable. The first and 
most serious is the difficulty of getting an 
agreement ameng, all the commercial 








Governments of the world as to the amount 
of silver that should be putinto the inter- 
national doflar, There are now several 
different ratios at which silver is coined 
with reference to gold by these nations, 
The ratio employed by the Latin Union 
differs from our own; that of England used 
in its minor coin differs from either; our 
own used in our minor coin differs again 
from any of these three, How much silver, 
then, is to be made the equivalent of'4 shil- 
lings, 4 marks, 5 francs or lire, 2 florins, 
215 guilders, or 4 twenty-five-cent pieces? 
With alimited legal tender the new “dol- 
lar” is intended to pass current:in all the 
countries where these numerous varying 
coing are now in circulation, It must 
have a definite and well understood 
relation to them. What isitto be? The 
mere putting of the question shows how 
very difficult it will be to find an answer. 
The second difficulty is that, while the new 
* dollar,” if a ratio to gold can be agreed 
upon, would be very nearly equivalent to 
the multiples of the various. coins men- 
tioned by Mr. BARTON, it. would not be ex- 
actly so, and the difference would interfere 
very seriously with its general circulation. 
If the new coin, worth 96 cents, exchanged 
in Austria for 2 florins, worth 97 cents, it is 
pretty plain that the new coin would go to 
Austria and not to France, where it would 
be worth only 95 cents, unless it came to 
America, where it would be worth 100 
cents. 

It only remains to add that our own 
judgment is that the inconveniences and 
troubles attributed to the ‘ demonetiza- 
tion” of silver are only in avery slight 
degree due to this cause, and that if Mr. 
BARTON’sS or any other plan could be put 
in execution and be followed by that uni- 
versal bimetallism to which he thinks it 
would lead, the world would not be appre- 
ciably better off than it now is or is likely 
to be. 








THE STAFF VACANCIES. 

The filling of the two latest vacant cap- 
taincies in the Quartermaster’s Department 
of the army by the appointment of First 
Lieut. THEODORE E. TrRvuE, Fourth In- 
fantry, and First Lieut. JoHN McE. Hype, 
Eighth Infantry, may possibly be accepted 
as an admission that a mistake was made 
in the recent choice of a civilian for a simi- 
lar staff vacancy. This is the more likely, 
since it is well known that when Capt. 
ALEXANDER was selected another candidate 
from civil life, an Ohio man, stvod very 
high in favor, so that on the unexpected oc- 
currence of two new vacancies it was 
promptly predicted that one of them would 
fall to him. That both the prizes have 
gone instead to army officers may fairly in- 
dicate that the public criticisms on the 
former policy have had some effect. In- 
deed it is evident that President HARRISON 
had been unwise in setting the precedent of 
closing to army officers by a civilian ap- 
pointment a portion of the very few op- 
portunities for promotion furnished them 
in their own professional service. 

It is worth noticing that the records of 
the two present appointees furnish a special 
argument against the precedent previously 
made in Capt. ALEXANDER’S case. It had 
been urged in his favor that he had served 
with great credit in the volunteer army and 
had been wounded. The records of Lieut. 
TRUE and Lieut. HyDE show that even for 
such recommendations the President need 
not have gone out of the army in his search 
for a suitable staff officer. Lieut. TRUE en- 
listed at the outbreak of the war, April 25, 
1861, in the Seventh Illinois Infantry, 
serving as Corporal, and at the end of its 
three months’ term he re-enlisted as a Ser- 
geant in the Forty-first Dlinois and was 
promoted to be Second Lieutenant from 
Feb. 15, 1862, on which date he had been 
wounded at Fort Donelson. Toward the 
close of 1863 he received a commission as 
Captain in the Sixth United States Colored 
Artillery, which he resigned the following 
Autumn in consequence of illness. Com- 
missioned in the regular army in 
1866 as Second Lieutenant of the 
Fourth Infantry, he reached his First Lieu- 
tenancy nearly ten years later, and has 
now served nearly fourteen years in the 
latter grade. Lieut. Hypr entered the 
Union Army as a private in Company A, 
Seventy-first New-York State Militia, and 
served all throngh the war. Commissioned 
as Second Lieutenant of the Thirty-eighth 
New-York early in 1862, he became First 
Lieutenant in that regiment and then in 
the Thirty-ninth New-York and Major of 
the latter. He was wounded at Bull Run, 
and was brevetted Lieutenant Colonel for 
gallant and meritorious services in the 
battle of Cold Harbor and Colonel for like 
services infront of Petersburg. Commis- 
sioned in the regular army as Second Lieu- 
tenant of the Thirty-third Infantry after 
the war, he was transferred to the Eighth, 
and received his First Lieutenancy in 1878, 
having now served eleven and half years 
in that grade. 

Of course, during the quarter of acentury 
which has elapsed since theclose of the 
war there have been many promotions of 
subalterns who served in it to higher 
grades while their places have been filled 
by graduates of West Point and by men 
selected for commissions from the army. 
But there remain to-day, we believe, over 
seventy First Lieutenants of the line who 
served during the civil war. Many of these 
were wounded and many, alsv, were 
brevetted for gallantry in battle. It would 
be extraordinary, therefore, if after having 
arrived, as they must have done, at middle 
life on the pay and emoluments of a Lieu- 
tenant, with such war records, and some of 
them with brevets iike Lieut. HypDr’s, up 
to Colonel, it should be necessary to go 
outside of the army to find a suitable war 
veteran to honor and reward with a pro- 
motion to a vacancy occurring with- 
in the army. And this is not the 
only view of the case, since In- 
dian hostilities during the last twenty 
years have furnished occasions for gallant 
and meritorious service, which should all 
the more be honored by promotion when 
possible inasmuch as under our laws such 
service is not entitled even to a brevet. 
Apart, too, from campaigning service, there 
are frequent displays of general excellence 
as an officer Which demand recognition by 





promotion if itcan be secured. President 
| CLEVELAND saw the justice and expediencay~ 





of reserving for Lieutenants of the line the 


few chances of promotion to the Quarter- 


master’s and Commissary Departments. He 
refused to give them even to civilian candi- 
dates of unquestionable fitness, because he 
could find plenty of equally capable officers 
among the line Lieutenants. It is to be 
hoped that the rule exemplified in the cases 
of Lieuts, Truz and Hype will henceforth 
be re-established as the permanent one.

SECTARIAN REVIEWS. 

The publishers of the late Presbyterian 
Review explain that the death of that peri- 
odical was not due to inanition, but to a 
difference of opinion among its conductors. 
This difference was supposed to relate to the 
finer distinctions of Presbyterian theology, 
but an apparently authoritative statement 
sete forth that it was personal and not doc- 
trinal, Nevertheless, itis highly improba- 
ble taatif the Review had been a valuable 
property it would have been allowed to ex- 
pire, and its decease suggests some reflec- 
tions upon sectarian literature in general. 

A generation ago the higher culture in 
this country was connected with the propa- 
gation of sectarian doctrines, and this was 
favored by the establishment not only of 
sectarian periodicals but of sectarian col- 
leges. In fact, almost every one of our col- 
leges was founded primarily to promote the 
doctrines and to supply the ministry of some 
denomination, and those few that were not 
committed to the support of some particu- 
lar Church were looked upon askance by 
the others as nurseries of infidelity. In the 
old phrase, a college was supposed to be the 
seat of “true religion and sound learning,” 
and every phase of true religion which 
was extensively believed in had to possess 
its college. This was almost equally true 
of periodicals. A sect that was at all flour- 
ishing maintained at least one organ in the 
shape of a college and another in the shape 
of amagazine or a newspaper. 

The effect of this condition of things could 
not be good either upon education or upon 
literature. The teaching of the denomina- 
tional colleges and the contributions to the 
denominational reviews took the form of 
“apologetics,” and it was a condition in 
each case that research and speculation 
were free only up to a certain point, not 
clearly detined, but none the less thoroughly 
understood. In considering the qualifica- 
tions either of a professor or of an editor it 
was inevitable that ability and loarning 
should be less esteemed than ‘* soundness.” 
These are by no means the conditions by 
which a love of learning for its own sake 
and a willingness to go to whatever conclu- 
sions the facts may justify are most en- 
couraged. The sectarian reviews were 
found useful by the preachers of their de- 
nominations, for whom they constituted in- 
tellectual arsenals, and laymen, in some ag- 
gravated cases, took a deep interest in their 
discussions, if that can be called a discussion 
which consists in a presentation of one 
side of a disputed question. 

These conditions have been changed. 
There are still denominational colleges, of 
course, though those colleges igs the most 
successful in which there is the least of 
the sectarian element, and the denomina- 
tion of a college is not a matter of moment 
to many parents unless they expect their 
sons to enter the ministry. In the same 
way, the magazine that is in the nature of 
an arena, in which every writer who has 
something to say and knows how to say it 
is welcome, has displaced the magazine de- 
voted to propagating particular doctrines. 
There are still sectarian newspapers, but 
their sectarianism does not consist in ex- 
position or advocacy of the doctrines of the 
sect. It would often be difficult to decide 
from the editorial columns of a religious 
newspaper what its denomination was. This 
is shown rather in the selection of news, 
including personal gossip, which the con- 
ductor of the newspaper thinks of most 
interest to his special clientage. Clergy- 
men have discovered that it by no means 
suftices to know what the leaders of their 
own denomination have to say. If they 
confined themselves to that they would be 
unaware of what was passing through the 
minds of their hearers, and their argu- 
ments would be entirely lost upon the bet- 
ter informed among their congregations. 
It is necessary for them to know what is 
said upon the other side, and their reading, 
also, must embrace the periodicals in 
which the questions they treat are treated 
from a point of view very remote from 
their own. The field of the sectarian re- 
view is thus so much restricted that it is 
not to be wondered at if it no longer repays 
cultivation.

Then there is the 
secondary love affair between the boarding 
house mistress’s son and silly little Alice von 
Teutmitz. This purt was played at the Am- 
berg Theatre last night. by Friulein Burg, 
who proved herself able to act farce 
after a fashion in her attempts to prove 
herself too ill to leave the house of 
the man she loves. It appears that in Germany 
the English diminutive for Alice is Lizzie; at 
least, that is the pet name by which this charac- 
ter is addressed in the play. Bodo von Teut- 
mitz, her father, an old fop and ladykiller, was 
given with some cleverness by Herr Haack. 
These two, indeed, had all the honors to them- 
selves, for Herr Krueger played the physician 
with little intelligence, aud Fréulein Cnristien 
lent to the part of the false doctress neither 
beauty nor good acting. 

It is perhaps harsh to condemn actors when a 
play is wretobed, and that “ Die Belden Haus- 
aertze,” by Guentner, certainly ie. But even 
such an attenuated comedy as this might be 
given with less amateurish runnings to and fro, 
less purposeless gesticulations, and more deli- 
cucy generally. It is one of those dramas made 
to oraer for the modern stage in whicn cribbing 
right and left is resorted to for the jokes, but no 
attempt has been made to jolt the stolen sec- 
tions together into a coherent whole. Half the 
characters are unnecessary, and the play- 
wright’s ingenuity seems to have given out for 
good at the end ofeachact. On the close of 
the third the curtain descends upon as perfect 
& finis as could be wished. Nevertheless it rises 
to a fourth act without point or meaning, which 
only wearies a patient audieuce aud exasper- 
ates an irascible. 

1tis one of the mysteries of the stage why a 
play like this is accepted to begin with, and 
why it lives when there are so maby good 
pieces to be had. The wit of it is far fetched, 
and the actors seemed to feel it, tor as a rule 
their acting showed Plumphew, being without 
good Movement and delicate shading. As for 
the dresses, these testified to the strong nerves 
of those who frequent the Amberg Theatre. 
None but a phiegmatic audience could have sat 
before such combinations of mauve plushes, 
greens and piuks, yellows and cherry reas as 
appeared in the gowns ot the actresses without 
getting a vertigo. Yet these esthetic horrors 
were received in  long-sutfering, If not pleased, 
a charitable, if not respectful, silence.

MR. GLADSTONE’S SPEECH. 
Lonpon, Oct. 23.--Mr, Gladstone delivered an 
address at Southport this evening. He was en- 
thusiastically weleomea, the bali being crowda- 
ed two hours before the opening of the meeting. 


| Mr. Gladstone reviewed the work of the Liberal 


Party during the past twenty-one years. He 
paid a tribute to the laudable anxiety of the 
powers to postpone # European crisis. He re- 
ferred to the Cretan qtestion as a formidable 
menace to the peace of Europe. He criticised 
at length the Government's work and claimed 
that all its useful measures were liberal 
The speech was short and somewhat disap- 
pointing. Mr. Gladstone made a point by de- 
claring that the ieee of the dock strikers 
applied to tenants aud tradesmen in Ireland 
would have been penal. He was touched by 
the election gains and believed that, if they 
could end the Septernial act and appeal to the 
pie to-morrow, tne verdict would be in 
favor of the Liberals and justice to Ireland. 
The bulk of the — was devoted to Irish 
grievances. He said that the necessity of the 
continued proclaiming of new districts was evi- 
dence of the failure of the coercioa policy and 
declared that the crime rate was now the same 
as in 1884, wlien, in order to secure the sup- 
port of the Parnellites, the Tories declared that 
coercion was no longer necessary. 
Mr. Gladstone said he was unable tolay before 
his hearers ascheme of Liberal policy for the 
future beyond the outlines already well known. 


ENLIGHTENING THE CZAR. 
BERLIN, Oct. 23.—The St. Petersburg corre- 
spondent of the Cologne Gazetle says he learns 
from official circles that the interview between 
the Czar and Prince Bismarck was devoted by 
the latter chiefly to correcting the Czar’s er- 
roneous views in regard to the triple alliance, 
and persuading him that its aims are peaceful. 
The Vienna Fremdenbiati, believing that Prince 
Bismarck succeeded in correcting the Czar’s 
views, expresses the hope that the Uzar’s clear- 
er insight will leaven Russian political parties.

A LIFE-SAVING CREW’S GOOD WORK, 
CuicsGgo, Oct. 23.—In the midst of a heavy 
northeast gale and a high sea the Evanston life- 
saving crew, composed of students of the 
Northwestern University, rescued twenty-nine 
seamen and one woman last night. Three ves- 
sels nad gone ashore, and the men on two of 
them were in imminent peril. 
The vessels were the steam barge David Bal- 
lantyne of Cleveland, the schooner Irontoa of 
Cleveland, and the tug Protection of Chicago. 
The work of rescue was rendered more difficult 


by the dense fog which prevailed. Three trips 
were made, and ali the men from the Protec- 
tion and Ironton were brought asbore.

The Pro- 
tection and Ironton were floated this afternoon, 
considerably damaged. 
The barge Ballantyne will be acomplete wreck. 
She is loaded with 1,200 tons of coal from Erie, 
and is owned by Capt. Mack and Mr. Seeger of 
Cleveland and Leonard Davis of Erie.

sentinels pp every side, and its brown roads and 
gray fences cutting its fields into countless geo- 
metrical fizures. 

But Bedford Village has grown little except 
in years and pride, A century ago its popula- 
tion was as great a it is now, and its impor- 
tance as a centre of justice was greater, Then 
it dividea with White 2lains the honor of being 
considered the county seat of Westchester, 
and great Judges and great lawyers came 
within its limits to try and to plead causes. 
Brilliant orators charmed its people with their 
eloquence, and the élite of all the county con- 
gregated at its Court House on these important 
occasions. This glory has now departed, and 
the only souvenir of it all is the oid Court 
House building and the legendary lore that has 
come down from generation to geveration. 

The oid Court House still stands in the centre 
of Bedford Village, and is regarded with respect 
and reverence by the villagers. If is by no 
means an imposing structure, being a little 
white shingle-sided building, with a small cu- 
pola and belfry. But it was erected in 1787, 
and jit sheltered the Justices of the Supreme 
Court, the Oyer and Terminer, the Common 


Pieas, and the General Sessions. At first the 
last two courts were all that sat in Bedford 
Court House, the other two being appropriated 
by its lusty rival, White Plains. But Bedford 
Village was ambitious in those days, and in 
1829 it succeeded in having the Supsome Court 
and that of the Oyer and Terminer held in 
its temple of justice alterpately with sessions 
in White Plains, In 1851 the Justices of the 
Supreme Court, without any law for their 
aclion, reiused to come longer to Bedford 
Village, and held their court altogether in 
White Plains. This was the signal for 
the doom of Bedford Village as a legal 
centre. inv 1868 the State Legislature passed & 
law waking White Piaius the sole county seat 
aud court centre of Westchester County, and 
thus Bedforu Villiage was ijett with only its 
Court House and its wemory, 

For twenty years after its desertion the old 
court house stood In the centre of Bedford Vil- 
lage, &@ perpetual reminder of ibe past and a 
groWing dayger to the present, for the old build- 
inx was fast rotting to the ground. Suddenly 
1t Occurred to the good people of the town that 
they could utilize as wellas preserve the old 
building, Its crumbling walis coud be re- 
paired, and its musty and decaying interior 
could be replaced with modern furnisbings. A 
meeting was held, a committes Was appointed, 
the neeessary legislation lor levying taxes was 
engineered at Albany, and the work of reno- 
Vation went on merrily. 

Yesterday afternvon the town gathered in the 
remodeled structure to celebrate its rescue 
from Gecay. Feeble old men and staiwart 
young farwers, yray-haired grandmothers and 
buxom, apple-cheeked country girls, the par- 
son, the Supervisor, the school teacher, the 
great man of the town, the idlers at tne little 
store, and an imposing colored contingent 
came into the building to swell the impressive- 
ness of the ceremonies by their presence, ‘Lhe 
very poultry in the Court House yard seemed 
imbued with the general spirit of importance 
and strutted proudly about 

The changes in the building were marked. 
The old high uesk of the Judge, the antiquated 
voxes for the jurymen, and the tiers of seats 
for the spectators had been sweptaway. in 
their place werea portavle piatzorm, rows or 
modern chairs, Waiis and ceiling of Geurgia 
pine, beautifully finished and varnished, large 
and airy windows, and that geveral effect of 
neainess and cleanliness 80 conspicuous on a 
well-kept yacht. The original dvors, chrefuiiy 
repainted, were retained, as was the quaiut 
shingle siding of the wutside walls. The revo- 
vators also spared the two queer old celis tor 
prisoners, and these were allowed to hold tueir 
original places on the second floor, But the 
Grand Jury room was toru out to form a vil- 
lage reading roow, and every other evidence of 
the building’s former use was destroyed. ihe 
ceremonies yesterday were partiaily dedicutory 
in their character, for while the ny was 
not wholly new it was to be put lo new dses— 
those of a ‘own Hail, with prospective political 
meetings, social gatherings, aud aebaling so- 
Cleties, 

The Hon. John Jay, whose ancestors had been 
Judges and pleaders ior years in this same 
Court House, presided over the meeting. He 
told of the tuunding of the town of Bedford in 
1681, when Charies IL. reigned in England and 
Louis XIV. was driving the Huguenots from 
France, and when Bunyan had written “ Lhe 
Pilgrim’s Progress” im the jail at Bedford, 
whence the Wesichester town took its name. 
Then he followed the history of the town until 
it reached the building of the Court House. 
This opened the flood gates of the veneravie 
Chairwau’s memory, and he enumerated a long 
‘list of eminent and distinguished men, famous 
12 the State and in the Navon, who had graced 
that little building with their proseuce, 

Mr. Jay was {oilowed by the Hou. Wiiliam 4H. 
Robertson, who had sat for twelve years as 
Judge in the Bedford Court House, and had 
been wa lawyer there before he was a Judge. 
Judge kobertsun gave a& most interesting ac- 
count of tue developwent of the judiciary sys- 
tem in Westchesier Vounty from the county’s 
formation, both as regards courts and the 
piaces in which courts were held. Then he 
grew reminiscent and related Many curious and 
famous causes tuat had been devided iu the 
Bedfurd Court House, One of the most remark- 
able of these was tie suit Of a man named Hud- 
sOD against the county for the vaiue of &@ negro 
slave that had been duly tried, convicted, and 
hanged for a crime, Hudsup sued for £25 
as wwe value of his slave, and after much per- 
plexi.y on the partof the Judges and the At- 
toruey General oi the State, he was accorded a 
trial and secured a judgment for £20 as “the 
value or a live negro blave.” 

Judge Robertson was followed by the Hon, 
James W. Husted, whose reception attested his 
popularity. This building had been the svene 
of Gev. Husted’s first speech. It was at a school 
exhibition when he was seven years of age, 
Within the walls of the Bedford Court House he 
had also received his first nomivation for a 
public office, that of School Superintendent for 
the town of Bedford, In fact, this oid Bedford 
Court House was tue eyrie of * The Baid Eagle 
ot Westehesier.” Gen, Husted’s speech dealt 
chiefly with personal reminiscence anu Was re- 
plete with amusing anecdote, 

The lust speaker was Mr. James Wood, Presi- 
dent of the Westchester Historica: pSogiety. 
When he bai finisheu, the crowd dispersed with 
prone Congraiuiailons that it possessed a Town 

ali go rich in wewories and so comfortable iff 
conveniences, The committee having the suc- 
ceasiul work ip charge cousisted of Supervisur 
Louis K. Bell, Town Clerk T. Ellwood Carpenter, 
aud Justices of the Peace Ruovert K. Clark and 
John Knox.

~ BUSINESS AND PLEASURE, 


COMBINED BY THE DELEGATES TO THE 
HEALTH CONVENTION. 


The second session of the convention of the 
American Health Association, which was called 
to order at the Brooklyn Institute at 9 o’clock 
yesterday morning, was brief, and the time was 
devoted to the reading of essays. Most of the 
delegates were anxious to get aboard the Laura 
M. Starin by 11 o’clock and go off on @ day’s ex- 
cursion. 


The first paper, entitled “ United States Cen- 
sus in its Relations to Savitatiou,” was read by 
Dr. Jobo S. Billings, surgeon in the United 
States Army. Dr. Billings regarded the census 
@s absolutely indispensable to sanitarians and 
others interested ln ascertaining death rates 
aud other tacts in regard to the health of great 
cities. In discussing the scares created 
by the fear of contagion in great cities 
he _ sala: “OoGasionaily it is possible 
to get up a onolera or yellow fever or small- 
rs or typhoid fever scare, and then to get a 
ittle Money for sewerage or for street and alley 
cleaning, but these spasmoaic reforms do nus 
last long, and in most cases do nvt amount 
lo much. You have got to produce constant, 
unaeniable evideuce that the work is needed 
and is useful, evidence that will convince the 
press and the majority of the community, and 
this Ovidence must be mainly death rates, to 
which should be added all tne sickness rates 
that can be obtained. To give these death raies 
you must have a complete registration of 
deaths and a epee peers enumeration or the 
population, and you ought to have s complete 
reuistration of birtns.” 

After @ brief discussion of this paper, Dr, Mc- 
Cormack of Kentucky introduced a resolution 
inviting delegates trom Mexico and Cuba to 
attenu the next convention. it was referred to 
the Executive Committee. 

Dr. Ezra M. Hunt, Secretary of the New-Jer- 
sey State Board of Health, read @ paper on ‘‘ The 
Prevention of Phthisis Pulmonalis and Methods 
for ite Limitation,” after which the room was 
darkened and Health Officer Smith gave an il- 
lustrated leciure entitled “The Improvement 
ot the New-York Quarantine Station.” 


The Laura M. Starin started off from the 
Bridge dock, Brooklyn, just before noon with 
some two hundred deiegates aboard bound on 


an excarsion to Quarantine as the guests of 
Health Officer Dr. William M. Smith and the 
Brookiyn loca! committee of the organization. 
The first stop Was wade at the boarding station 
or Upper Quarantine, and the visiting physi- 
elas climbed up the hill to Dr. Smith’s pieas- 
unt home, where they were received by Mrs. 
Smith, she piuckily stood the 200 handshakes 
that formed a necessary part of the ceremony 
although she was /orced to carry her right hand 
in an impromptu siing made of a loop of her 
seaiskin coat the rest of the day, 

The steamer then took the excursionists to 
Swinburne and Hoffman Islands, and the many 
points of interest there were visited and tnor- 
ougbly examined, An elaborate lunch was 
served On the boat when the tour of the islands 
was ended, The excursion ended witn a sail up 
the East River to the navy yard, and the dele- 
gates marched back to the Brooklyn {nstitute 
to take partin the evening session, after pass- 
ing a yote of thanks vw Dr. Smith.

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MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE 


TOPICS DKHBATED IN THB 
GENERAL CONVENTION. 


THE NEW PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CANON 


DISCUSSED WITH CLOSED DOORS BY 
THE HOUSE OF DEPUTIES. 


At its opening session yesterday the House 
of Deputies received the Lord Bishop of Nas- 
sau, the Right Rev. Dr. Churton, with becom- 
ing honofs, and extended to that distinguished 
prelate the courtesies of the General Conven- 
tion, including the privilege of occupying a seat 
on the platform. 

The convention voted to accord the mission- 
ary jurisdictions and the churches in foreign 
lands a representation of two members and one 
member respectively on the Committee on the 
State of the Uhurch; agreed to a number of 
verval changes in the Ordinary, and laid on the 
table the Rev. Dr. Huntington’s proposal to 
eliminate the opening sentences, ‘I acknowl- 
edge my transgressions,” ‘ Hide Thy face from 
my sine,” “The sacrifices of God are a broken 
spirit,” “Rend your hearts and not your gar- 
meuts,” “O Lord, correct me, but with judg- 
ment,” and “If we say that we have no sin, we 
deceive ourselves,” &c. 

The House of Deputies defeated with much 
earnestness and expenditure of valuable time 
the proposition to transpose the intercession 
for “the President of the United States and all 


others in authority” so that the recital of the 
prayer for the Chief Magistrate need not be 
obligatory. Only feur clerical and three lay 
deputies voted 1u favor of the proposed change. 
The subject of liturgical revision was finully 
disposed of, and the convention, before taking 
a@ recess for lunch, voted to consider the suc- 
ceeding order of the day—the subject of mar- 
riage and divorce—with ciosed doors. 

The occupants of the gallery having heen ex- 
cludea at the afternoon session, the following 
canon, presented by Morgan Dix, G. W. Z. Gray, 
Benjamiu Frankiin, and Jasper W. Gilbert, was 
put upon its passage: 

OF MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE. 

SECTION 1. If any persons be joined together oth- 
erwise than as God’s Word doth allow, their mar. 
riage is not lawful. 

SEC. 2%. Marriage is prohibited by the Word of 
God, and by this Church, within the degrees of con- 
sanguinity and affinity specified in Lev., xviil.,6-1, 

Ske. 3. 1. it shall be the duty of ministers tu 
admonish the people from time to time that the 

Jhurch forbids clandestine marriage, aud that its 
public solemnization ought not to ‘be dispensed 
with, except for good cause and under special 
circumstances. 2. No minister shall solemnize the 
marriage of any person under eighteen years of 
age, except the parent having legal charge ot 
such person or the guardian be present, or have 
given Wrilten consent to the marriage. 3. No min- 
ister shall solemnize a marriage except in the pres- 
ence of at least two witnesses, himseif or the wit- 
nesses being personally acquainted with both par- 
ties. 4 Every minister of this Church shall keep 
au official register of marriage, in which he shali 
record the name, birthplace, age, residence, and con- 
dition of each party; and the said record, duly 
transcribed in the said register, shall be signed by 
Doth parties to the marriage, by at least two wit- 
nesses, and by the minister who performs the cvre- 
moby. 

SEe. 4. 1. The law of this Charch concerning dl- 
vorce is contained in St. Matthew v., 32, xix., 9; St. 

Mark x., 11,12, and St. Luke xvi., 18. 2%. Mar- 
riage, when duly solemnized, may not be dissolved, 
except for adultery or fornication. 3. The guilty 
party 1n a divorce for adultery is prohibited from 
marrying again during the lifetime of the other 
party. 4. Persons divorced may not be married 
again to each other if the woman meanwhile shall 
have married again. 

SEc. 6. It any minister of this Church shall per- 
form a amps yw A of marriage in violation of the 
provisions of this canon, he shaljl be subject to trial 
and liable to admonition for the first offense, and to 
suspension or deposition for a repetition of the 
sane, 

SEO. 6. Persons who shall marry iff violation of 
the provisions of this canon shail not be permitted 
to receive the ney communion, except spon peni- 
tence and avowed final separation. Provided, how- 
ever, that no minister shall in any case refuse the 
sacraments to a penitent person in imminent dan- 
ger of death. 

SKC. 7. Questions touching the facts in any case 
arising under the provisions of this canon, may be 
decided by the ordinary after such inquiry as he 
shall deem necessary. 

SEC. 8. This canon, so faras it affixes penalties, 
has no retrospective effect. 

Skc. 9. All previous canons on this subject are 
hereby annulled. 

The Rev. Dr. Benjamin Franklin of New-Jer- 
sey gave a historical sketch of the movement 
resulting in the formulation of the proposed 
canon, which is a revision of the several propo- 
sitions heretofore made by the House of Depu- 
ties, the House of Bishops, and joint commit- 
tees of the two houses. He moved that the 
first section be adopted. Mr. Hill Burgwin 
moved to amend the section by adding the 
words ‘‘and such marriage is hereby pro- 
hibited.” This would carry with it, if adopted, 
the striking out of the second section: * Mar- 
riage is prohibited by the Word of God, and by 
this Church, within the degrees of consanguinity 
and afiinity specified in Leviticus xviii., 6-18.” 

After a long debate, which involved a spirited 
discussion of a man’s marrying his dead wife’s 
sister, the amendment was adopted by a vote of 
134 to 90. 

In presenting the first clause of the third sec- 
tiou, Dr. Franklin, upon the request of the Rev. 
Dr. Ganckel of Virginia, explained the term 
“clandestine” to mean “secret, hasty, with the 
element of deceit.” ‘This element was essential 
to it, as in the case of minors who deceive their 
guardians. This comprehended the element of 
clandestinity, as the committee regarded it, ana 
in their opinion the public celebration of mar- 
riage ought not be dispensed with. This princi- 
pie should be well known, and those contract- 
ing marriage should have the opportunity of 
receiving the blessing of the Church. If this 
principle were adhered to 1t would lead our 
young people to havea higher appreciation of 
the sanctity of marriage. 

The discussion took @ wide range, and was 
characterized by much plainspeaking. several 
attempts were made to amend the section by 
striking out the words ‘‘except for good cause 
and under special circumstances” and the 
phrase ‘‘the Church forbids clandestine mar- 
riage.” Mr. Hill Burgwin was of the opinion 
that the difficulty might be met by enacting 
that the Church “‘discountenances” instead of 
** forbids” auch marriages. 

The Rev. Kinloch Nelson of Virginia argued 
that private marriages were a necessity in the 
interest of morals, and that to forbid them 
would work great hardship in a certain class 
ot cases which he instanced. The Kev. Ur 
Hanckel calied attention to the fact that in 
South Carolina, where the Scottish marriage 
law was recogoized, divorces were unknown. 
The Rev. Phillips Brooks of Boston urged that 
in view of the perils on one side and the other 
there Was grave danger of making marriage 
altogether too difficult, The Rev. Dr, Carey of 
Albany contended that the effect of the canon, 
if enacted, would be to create a sound, healthy 
public opinion among the laity. 

The Rev. Dr. Brown of Massachusetts finally 
moved that, in view of the evident diversity 
of opinion and its apparent irreconcilableness, 
the entire section be struck out, and after a 
long and acrimonious debate the proposition 
Was agreed to by a vote of 96 to 77. 

‘ne discussion extended into the evening ses- 
sion, butit had not proceeded far when the 
Rey. Mr. Davenport of Springfield moved that 
the whole matter be postponed until the Gen- 
eral Convention of 1892. ‘his was agreea to by 
a vote of 125 to 57. An effort to reconsider this 
vote with a view toa recommittal of the sub- 
ject was defeated by the close vote of 74 to 70, 
and the matter baving been finally disposed of 
the doors were ordered to be opened.

THE HOUSE OF BISHOPS. 
To-morrow being St. Andrew’s Day, the House 
of Bishops yesterday passed a resolution recom- 
mending that it be observed as aday of prayer 
and intercession in the churches of the 
Episcopal communion in behalf of missions. 


A canon was enacted providing for the 
erection of an Order of Deaconesses. The house 
declined to recede from its position in regard 
to the division of the Diocese of Michigan, but 
consented to the constitution of the geograph- 
ical lines of Northern and Southern Dakota as 
the lines of the missionary jurisdictions of that 
diocese. The Rev. Edward Abvott, rector of St, 
James’s Church, North Cambridge, Mass., was 
nominated as Missionary Bishop of Yeddo, 
Japan, and the Kev. Andrew R. Graves, rector 
of Gethsemane Church, Minneapolis, Minn., as 
Bishop of the missionary jurisdiction. of the 
Platte, set off by the General Convention from 
the Diocese of Nepraska.

OANNOT SELL BY W4#IGHT. 


- WHOLESALE DEALERS OPPOSE THE NEW 


ORDINANOE. 


A meeting of retail grocers and commission 
merchants was held yesterday in the Mercantile 
Exchange to consider the proposed city ordi- 
nance contemplating the sale of fruits and veg- 


etables by weight. H. H. Duckworth was in- 


the chair and H. R, Chamberlain acted as Seo- 
retary. 

L. J. Callanan, who is Chairman of the Market 
Committee of the Retail Grocers’ Union, said 
he was in favor of the proposed ordinance. W. 
H. Westervelt, a fruit importer, however, 
thought it would be very ditficult to sell im- 
ported fruits by weight at wholesale. In the 
season of 1888 the receipts of oranges alone 
were 200,000 packages. The foreign fruits and 
Vegetables came in different sized packages, 


and on their arrival they bad to be hurriedly ; 


unloaded, taken over to the salesrooms, auc- 
tioned off, and distributed. There would not ve 
time to: weigh each package here before deltv- 
ery to @ grocery man. 

Mr. Westervelt made a remark about it being 
almost impossible to get oue’s money’s worth 
in a retail grocery anyhow, and this aroused 
toe ire of Mr. Caiianao, who excitedly asked 
Whether the speaker meunt to impugn the hon- 
esty of the retail grocers of New-York. ibe 
question, bLowever, elicited considerabie 
laughter from those present, the largest por- 
tion of whom seemed to be commission wed. 
Mr, Callanan then said that the retailers would 
cubsent to exempt orupges, lemons, and va- 
neunas from the previsions of the ordinance, 
but as for onions, they would never consent, 
ihe wholesalers could approximate the woight 
or the packages, 

Messrs. Westervelt and 8. B. Downes remarked 
that the text of the proposed ordinance did uot 
aliow approximauon, and that if it were passed, 
and if a retailer found that a package weighed 
afew pounds less tuau the upproximation he 
could have the wholesaler finea 310 for every 
packase or compei him tu compromise. 

Malcom Townsend, reigut Ageutot the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, said that duwn South the 
garden truck cars Were run on a side switch, 
and the growers threw in their produce promis- 
cuously. Lhe growers couid not weigh their 
goods there as they had uo facilities, many ot 
them being tuo poor. At the raliroad compauy’s 
landing place in this city at Pier 27 North 
River an average of 13,000 packages were un- 
loaded on the duck and delivered to the re- 
celvers every day. There were about 150 re- 
ceivers. The work of unloading, laying on tle 
dock, and casting away began about midnight. 
it wook a gang of eight men irom one hour to 
two and a half hours to unload a oar, according 
to the condition of the tide. The pier had 
20,000 square feet for the uccommedation of 
the freight, or a space of about 142 square feet 
toeach receiver. The railroad company could 
not possibly give the receivers time to weigh 
their goods on the dock. 

Mr. Downes said that even if the truck was 
Weighed dowkn south there would be a shrink- 
age on the way by evaporation. 

Capt. Bowen of the Oid Vominion Steamship 
Company said that during the busy season they 
landed between 10,000 and 33,000 packages of 
Vegetubies and fruit on thier dock. Lhe weigh- 
ing of such packages on the dock would be a 
physical impossibility, for it would take a day, 
aud the grocers themselves now complain be- 
cause they do not ceb their goods in time. The 
agent of the Ocean steamship Company made a 
similar statement as to his line. 

J.J. Phillips of the firm of Phillips, Henry & 
Co. suid that not 3 per cent. of their customers 
ever asked to have produce sold them by 
weight. Mr. Loomis also said that tor the past 
thirteen years not one of his customers bad 
ever asked for the weighing system. The 
wholesalers could not possibly sell their goods 
by weighing each package.

Alexander Taylor, an old resident of Yonkers, 
was walking across the tracks of the Second- 
Avenue Railroad Company at the corner of 
Fulton and West streets, thia city, on the 26th 
of January last, when a passing car caused a 
rail to raise up at the end suddenly so that it 
tripped him, and, being seventy-two years of 
age, he fell heavily and received severe injuries. 
He brought suit for $10,000 damages against 
the company, and it came up before Justice 
Dy&man, at White Plains, yesterday. The 
Judge, after hearing the complaint, dismissed 
the suit, holding that the rail had been prop- 
erly spiked and jumped up, just as any rail 
with a car at the other end of it naturally will.

THE ONLY HOPE FOR HAYT! 


WHITE MEN MUST DEVELOP 
JHE OOUNTRY. 
WAITING FOR THE FORMAL ORGANI- 
ZATION OF THE NEW GOVERNMENT— 
MR. DOUGLASS CORDIALLY RECEIVED. 


PoRT AU PRINCE, Hayti, Oct. 8.—There is still 
ho Government in Hayti, except, of course, the 
provisional affair created and sprung ready 
made on the country by the recent revolution. 
The Constitutional Assembly has been in ses- 
sion at Gonaives since the 24th of September, 
It has labored, but so far not even a mouse has 
been brought forth. The new Constitution, 
which it is busy framing, is based upon that of 
1867, then framed to suit Salnave and his 
party, with some modifications, and its details 
are scarcely worth description. 

One of the propositions, which will in all 


probability be enacted, reduces the Presidential 
term from seven years, as It is now, to five 
years, and having served one term the incuin- 
bent 1s ineligible for re-election until five more 
years have elapsed. His salary is to be fixed 
at $24,000 a year, with an additional allowance 
of $60,000 for official receptions and journeys. 
It has been hoped that sume more liberal treat- 
ment of white foreigners might be the out- 
growth of the deliberations of the Gonaives As- 
sembly, but the hope, faint at any time, will be 
doomed to disappointment, as has bappened 
several times before. There 1s not the remotest 
chance of any concessions to foreigners in re- 
gara to holding civil ottice and real estate, and 
no indication whatever among the people of a 
desire. for any change in this particular. 

And still the one thing that Hayti needs is an 
intusion of white bluod. Hereis# country in- 
comparably rich, with a black population of 
about a million, torn piecemeal every teow years 
by internal revolutions; poor, helpless, degrad- 
ed, despised of the world. Its coifee is rated 
high, but the people will not cultivate or clean 
it, hence 1t sells for a third less thao it should. 
its forests abound.in precious wouds, but there 
is no capital to gather them. Copper and iron 
rest untoucbed beneath its mountaius, and it is 
against tue law to prospect for the metals for 
fear the hated white wili come in seeking them. 
Concessions for this and that have from time to 
time been granted foreigners in return for 
hberal payments, but the Government has in 
each Case repented and thrown such obstacles 
in the way of the completion of the contract 
that the foreigners have thrown up the aifair 1 
disgust. : : 

Just as soon as itis permitted, white capital 
and white energy will fiow in here. Pianta- 
tions will be bought, and the right to cut the 

recious woods wil be —— by whites. 

Svery such settlement will become acentre of 
law and order. Labor will be better paid. In- 
telligent methods of agriculture will be dif- 
fused, and so hostages will be givenfor the 
preservation of peace. There is no hope for 
Hay ti save this, and no alternative—which will 
come some day ifsbe goes on insulting civill- 
zution—but an armed occupation. 

To return to our House of Constituents. After 
the Constitution tinkering 1s compieted it 
will proceed to the election of the Chief of the 
Executive Power, as the head of the State is 
officially called. This, of course, will be Hippo- 
lyte. bere is absolutely no opposition to him. 
As to Edmond Paul's candidature, it was never 
even whispered in the market-place, and as to 
his taking a position in. the new Cabinet, he is 
too shrewd &@ Man to compromise his chances 
for some future Presidency. When the electors 
are to proceed to the form of naming Hippolyte 
President no one knows, nor when the inaugu- 
ration is to take place, bat when it does it is to 
be at Gonaives. Naughty Port au Prince is to 
be punished.* 

All this is interesting just now, as the Kear- 
sarge arrived this morning, bringing the United 
States Minister to Hayti, the Hon. Frederick 
Douglass. It seems that he expected the inau- 
guration to have taken place to-day, and now 
tinds himself in the predicament in whicn the 
State Department has been for some time past— 
there is no tixed Government, none to be rec- 
ognized, none to which he can present his cre- 
dentials. The Kearsarge made a quick trip 
down—six days and twenty hours. There is 
plenty of service in the old veteran yet. Mr. 
Dougiass was charmed with his voyage and en- 
thusiastic in his praise of the courtesy with 
which he was treated by _ the officers uf the 
Kearsarge, and by Capt. Whiting especially. 
On the other hand, the offivers are hearty in 
thelr expressions of respect and regard for the 
old gentleman. He is accompanied by his wife 
and a friend, Mrs. Parker of Rochester, N. Y. 
The father of this lady was an original Aboli- 
tionist, and was a next-door neighbor and lite- 
long friend of Mr. Dougiass. 

The other member of the party is Mr. E. D. 
Bassett, who comes outinu the capacity of Sec- 
retary of Legation. He is well known here, 
where he represented the United States through 
the two Grant Administrations, and on bis re- 
call by Mr. Hayes he was appointed Consal 
General for Hayti at New-York, which olfice he 
held untila year ago. Hespeaks French auc 
the native creole, is thoroughly familiar with 
Haytian character, and is considered here a 
very shrewd and long-headed individual. 

A singular coincidence is noted of the curious 
contrast between the two dates, Sept. 30, 183s, 
and the same day in1889. On we first Fred- 
erick Douglass arrived in New-York, a fugitive 
slave, without iriends, money, or food, and 
spent the nighton the cotton bales. The same 
day, just fifty-one years later, thatslave em- 
barks on the most famous war shipin active 
service to-day in the world, the Minister of the 
United States to aforeigncountry. It seems 
almost incredible that such creat changes can 
have been viewed in the short space of one hu- 
man life. 

While a great deal has been said as to the ad- 
Visability of our country sendipgto Haytia 
colored Minister, and while there can be little 
doubt that it is not generally sound policy, the 
present nomination is probably an exception. 
Mr. Douglass will undoubtedly be highly ac- 
ceptable to these people, The greatest interest 
has been expressed in regard to him, and dur- 
ing the last war, in the midst of all the excite- 
ment, the Port au Prince papers published week 
after week accounts of his early life, and prom- 
ised a translation of his autobiography. 

Légitime’s interview in New-York has excited 
considerable amusement and interest here, and 
people rather doubt its genuineness, averring 
that the late,President had not brains enough to 
make so shrewd and plausible a presentment. 
It is a series of half truths and whole les; 1n- 
nocent,aeeds distorted into treacherous actions; 
facts utterly misconstrued. His accusations 
against Mr. Thompson are vicious and untrue. 
The Haytian Republic was not chartered by 
Consul Gautier. The Caroline Miller was not 
couveyed into St. Mare. Admiral Gherardi was 
not present when the firstcolumn of Hippojyte’s 
army entered this city, and he did notriue atits 
head. Légitime was not legally elected, and 
‘was not at any time ‘‘in undisputed contro) of 
the machinery of the Government;” he left Port 
au Prince when the place became too hot to bold 
him, ana, with ali nis efforts, be could not have 
heid out forty-eight hours longer. 

As to St. Nicolas Molegit is very hard to state 
anything positively. That both sides dangled 
it temptingly in the eyes of the United States 
and France is most likely, but it is improbable 
that any papers exist to prove the fact. 

That there is something back of all this in- 
terest manifested by the Washington Govern- 
ment in Haytian affairs is universally belisved 
bere, and among paval officers, a8 Weil as among 
representatives, naval and diplomatic, of other 
Svuntries; but just what it is no one can more 
than guess. It is supposed to be the first move 
of Mr. Blaine in his great American policy, 
but as to how 1 is. to develop, 
theories are scarce. There can_ be 
mo question, though, that Spain believes 
in the stories and is watching us with keen 
eyes. The actions of the Spanish naval oflicers 
last Summer were sufficient to show that, aside 
from what has already been reported from 
Madrid: But Légitime was right in saying that 
no Government which conceded St. Nicolas 
Mole to the foreigner could lastin Hayti. He 
also gaid that he was coming back soon to this 
country. He will not, at least as long as the 

resent party is in power. Only one deposed 
President has ever been permitted to return to 
Hay ti to iive—Boisrond-Canal—and if he realy 
has any such intention the news that a devree 
of banishment is about to be proclaimed against 
him will probably quench any desire to return. 

Inthe meantime the Northern Party are amus- 
ing themselves and Port au Prince by unearth- 
ing the operations of the Légitimists during the 
jast days of their administration. The. local 

pers are weekly serving up racy accounts of 
stealings and pickings of the exiled states- 
man, (#) descriptions of the manner in which a 
oung man, son of the British Consul General 
ere, proceeded to New-York during the war 
and there enlisted men and bought arms in 
furtherance of Légiiime’s cause, and how the 
sonof Hayti’s Minister at Washington, young 
Preston, incompany with one Contreras, bought 
im the United States for $1,000 a broken-down 
tug—the Panama—and sold it to Légitime’s 
Government ior $40,000 in gold. 

And the Government has been busy, too, with 
@ matterof graver import—an investigation 
into the conspiracy which led to the assassina- 
tion of Gen. Seide Tnélémaque on Sept. 28 of 
last year. Several arrests have been made, and 
if the experience of the past isasafe guide for 
judgment of present facts some military execu- 
tions may follow. But well-informed persons 
say not. They claim that art a is animated 
by a desire for knowledge only. On Sept. 30a 
solemn requiem mass was held in commemora- 
tion of the untimely death of that brave and 
much-beloved soldier, and the Government jour- 
pals state that it can and will be shown that 
$180,000 was paid for Thélémaque’s murder.

PERSECUTION OHARGED. 


A SUIT AGAINST A TYPEWRITER COM- 
PANY FOR $75,000. 


The Hammond Typewriting Company of this 
city has been made defendant in a suit for 
$75,000 by William Q, Judge of the law firm of 
Olcott, Mestre & Gonzalez on behalf of William 
E. Gates, who alleges malicious prosecution. 
“ The plaintiff,” said Mr. Judge yesterday, ‘is 
an intelligent, young Southerner, a student of 
Sanskrit, who was graduated from Johns Hop- 
kins, University with high honors three years 


axo. He made arrangements to represent the 
company in Cleveland, Ohio, and was the gen- 
eral agent of the State. We allege that they 
sold him out in favor of McGill & Co, of Chi- 
cago. For the protection of his creditors he 
made an assignmentlast December. The amount 
of his debts was between $1,500 and $2,000, 
mostly borrowed money to make his business 
protitable. 

“fhe Hammond people, through John Mitch- 
ell, an empioye, began a bitter prosecution for 
some reason only known to themselves. No less 
than six warrants were sworn out against my 
client in Cleveland, charging him with various 
crimes. Dec. 10 he was arrested on a warrant 
charging the theft of several typewriters. The 
officer was made to produce five otber warrants 
which he was holding back to serve as fast as 
one proved ineffective. Mr. Gates was released 
on bail, and his case was championed by the 
Cleveland papers as against the company. 
When the sase came up for trinl it was dis- 
missed, 

“Mr. Gates isof nervous temperament, and 
his health was affected by the proceedings taken 
against him. Hecameto this city and callea 
on me. He had been here two weeks when we 
heard the company was taking extradition pro- 
ceedings on the ground that he was a fugitive 
from justice. I advised his return to Cleveland 
forthwith, and was walking. with him to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Ferry when he was ar- 
rested and taken before Judge Duffy. Mr. Gates 
was committed, ostensibly to wait for the ex- 
tradition papers, and was in jail for five days. 
Then I got him out on a writ of habeas corpus, 
ana J udge Lawrence dismissed the complaint. 

“This was not the end. Mr. Gates went to 
Cleveland and he was arrested on a warrant 
issued in Cincinnati and taken to tbat city. I 
went on there and got a colored man to sign the 
_ — At the trial the jury acquitted my 
client.”’ 

Robert T. B. Easton, the legal representative 
of the company, said his lg: was totry. 
suits in the courts, notin the newspapers. He 
said he was familiar with the Gates criminal 
proceedings and was of the opinion that the 
merits of the cases Were wiph the company. He 
said he did not care to make any statement for 
publication. No information about the case 
could be obtained at the Nassau-street office of 
the company. 





MILVAINE FOUND GUILTY. 


IT TOOK NEARLY THIRTY HOURS TO 
BRING OVER ONE JURYMAN. * 


Charles McIlvaine, the youthful murderer of 
Christian Luca, who has been on trial for his 
life in the Brooklyn Sessions Court since Mon- 
day of last week, was yesterday. convicted of 
murder in the first degree. The jury retired at 
11:30 o’clock on Tuesday morning and did not 
come to an agreement until 5 o’clock yeater- 
day afternoon. During all that time one obsti- 
nate man had prevented a verdict. He an- 
nounced that he considered MelIlvaine insane 


and would not convict him. But, from the 
fact that the jury went into court and asked if 
a verdict of murder in the second degree could 
be reacned, this man evidently was willing to 
convict him of that degree of crime. 

Judge Moore staid in the court room all of 
Tuesday night, but, althougn the jurors asked 
twice during that time to be discharged, he re- 
fused both requests. 

The jurors were a tired-looking lot of men 

when they filed into court a@ little after noon 
yesterday. Foreman Moody again announced 
that an agreement was impossible. Juror Dun- 
cau asked. what was to be done if one of their 
number had an opinion not based on the rulings 
of the court, and, although understanding those 
a had said that he would not abide by 
them. 
“T am unwilling to believe,” said Judge 
Moore, ** that any juror would be so unmindtiul 
of his oath as to act in that way. If he does so 
act, he disobeys the law, puts himself above it, 
and dishonors his oath.” 

**Il ask the foreman toconfirm my statement,” 
said Mr. Duncan. 

Juror James Calhoun gavea hint as to the 
identity of the obstinate juror by protesting 
against what Mr. Duncan had said. ‘The opin- 
ion he refers to should not be taken in that 
light,” he added. 

Judge Moore declined to hear anything more 
and sent the jury back. He had almost decided 
to discharge them when, at 5 o’clock, word was 
brought down that they had agreed. Meoll- 
vaine was at once brought into court, but his 
lawyer, ex-Judge Curtis, could not be tound. 
The jurors took their seats, and in answer to 
the usual questions Foreman Moody announced 
a verdict of guilty of murder in the first degree, 
The court polled them, and each juror said that 
that was his verdict. They were then dis- 
charged without the thanks of the court. 

McIlvaine was taken back to Raymond-Street 
Jail. He took the verdict very complacently, 
but his sisters, who sat near him, wept bitterly.

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TRACING THE FATAL WIR 


INTERESTING FEATURES 

THE FEEKS INQUEST. 

A WITNESS TESTIFIES THAT HE TRACED 

THE WIRE THAT KILLED THE LINE- 
MAN TO A BRUSH DAY CIRCUIT. 


Tangible ideas are now being evolved from 
the mass of testimony that has been taken by 
Coroner Schultz in his investigation as to the 
death of Lineman John E. H, Feeks. The Cor- 
oner had at his right and left hand yesterday 
Charies Cuttriss, the electrician employed by 
the Commercial Cable Company, and William 
Maver, Jr., the electrician employed by-the 
Subway Construction Company. With the 
hints that these two experts gave him the Cor- 
oner was able to glean more valuable informa- 
tion than on any previous day of the examina., 
tion. There now seems to be a chance that not 
only will a great deal of valuable expert testi- 
mony be obtained, but that it will be deter- 
mined just what company owned the fatal wire 
that conveyed the high-tension current to the 
wire that killed poor Feeks. 

The first witness called was ‘‘the Hall Motor 
Power Company.” Asmooth-faced, boyish-look- 
ing young man responded, who said that he 
was Embury MoLean, a suppiler of motor 
power at 83 Centre-street and a graduate of 
the the Stevens Institute,

don’t know why. Such acompany oes not ex- 
ist. Ido business in my individual capacity.” 

Mr. McLean then went on to give testimony 
that caused every electrician in the room to 
prick up his ears, with such apparent under- 
standing of electrical matters was it given. He 
said that he had ten miles of insulated wire 
strung in the city on the day that Feeks was 
Killed. Two of his wires were on the fatal pole 


that Feeks climbed, but they only carried 220 
volts, and he would not have been afraid to 
place a hand on each of them. The highest 
capacity of his dynamo was only 220 volts and 
240 ampheres. The Board of Electrical Control 
cut down the wires he had on Chambers-street. 
He thought that was a mistake, as the wires 
were not dangerous. It a man should touch 
one of his wires which was crossed by an elec- 
tric-light wire he would receive no shock, as 
the wires he ran were not grounded, but were 
in themselves a complete circuit. If a man 
should touch a telegraph or telephone wire 
which was crossed by av electric-light wire he 
would probably receive a death shock, as those 
wires must necessarily be grounded. Here fol- 
lowed the follewing questions and answers: 

Was there ay. disturbance in your shop vn the 
day of the accident? 

There was not. I run my own dynamo. The 
meters measuring volts and ampheres were tight 
in frontot me at the time of the accident, and the 
registers on them showed no trouble, 

Could not some instrament be taken around be- 
fore linemen ascend a pole to test and see that the 
wires were all right? 

1t could be done, but it would not be practical. as 
the instruments would be very cumbersome and 
could not be handled by ordinary linemen. If they 
should be forced to wear rubber gloves the danger 
would be largely eliminated. . 

Do all suppliers of motor power use as low a 
voltage as you do? 

They do not. (And after a pause the witness con- 
tinued.) If l were forced to put my wires under- 
ground, I believe my business wouid be ruined. so 
much more would I have to charge my cugtomers 
that I could not compete with steam power. 

Juror, Woli—Do you believe there is any more 
danger in the dynamo room than in the steam- 
boiler room ? 

Not so much, except that the law regulates the 
furnishing of steam power, as it should that of the 
dynamo, 

Are currents of the voltage or intensity now in 
use in this city necessary for the economical or suc- 
cessful distribution of electricity for arc and in- 
caudesceut lighting ? 

There are circuits that are overcrowded, po doubt, 
but I considera current of from one thousand to 
fifteen hundred volts absolutely necessary to a 
practical and economic distribution, tor. the reason 
that you cannot run lights at any distance from a 
central station without that amount of voltage. 

In your opinion can currents of the intensity now 
in use be operated successfully in underground 
subways, and, if so, do you think it advisable that 
the overhead system:be displaced by subways as 
rapidly as possibie? 

My opinion is that the telegraph and telephone 
wires should be put under ground. With those out 
of the way, and a system of overhead electric light- 
ing properly constructed, the danger could be 
eliminated more eifectually than in any other way. 
Il would not put electric-light wires under ground 
for the reason that when there the liability to 
danger would be just as great as now, and if there 
was a break it would be much more serious. If 
there was a leakage in the subways the current 
would pass into the surrounding earth and be car- 
ried by gas and water pipes into houses, There 
haye been several cases of horses being knocked 
down by leakage in underground currents. 
The telegraph and telephone wires should 
be put under ground. Then a system of 
voles should be erected for electric lighting 
with the same precision that the city lays gas and 
water mains. Now the poles cross trom side to 
side of the street, are of irregular length and at 
irregular intervals. Let the city put up proper 
poles and rent to electric hghting companies exciu- 
sively the privilege of stringing *from them such 
wireasthe Bo “ ~{ Electrical Control approves. 
if that is doh. ani the companies use wu serial 
dynamo, such as stops generating current when & 
wire breaks, there will be as little danger as there 
can be in apy business surrounded by dangerous 
conditions. 

Can overhead wires carrying currents for are and 
incandescent lighting of the intensity now in use 
in this city be so insulated as to be made safe ? 

Yes they can, It wouldrequire heavy insuiation 
and a heavy copper wire. The question of insala- 
tion and voltage is merely & comparative one. ‘The 
higher the voltage the heavier must ve the insula 
tion. [donot mean to say, however, that wires 
can be so insulated that men can handle them in- 
discriminately. Dynamite can be safely handled, 
but people should not carry 11 in their pockets. 

Charlies W. Spear, general manager of the 
Brush luluminating Company, testified that hia 
company used the alternating current for are 
lighting, With a pressure of 2,000 volts. There 
was no cross of their wireson the day of Feeks’s 
death that couid be detected in the company’s 
stations, The company tested the wires three 
times a day by tue ald of magnetors. 

“What insulation do you use ?” 

“Various kinds, underwriters’ mostly.” 

“Do you consider this insulation safe in all 
weather ?” : 

‘*My men do.” 

The witness was very evasive, and said he 
was not an electrician and had not nandied the 
wires. Once he said, he thought underwriter 
wire safe under all conditions if it was not 
abraded. Some oftheir wires were overhead, 
some in subways. Those in the subways were 
not insulated by the. underwriter plan, for the 
reason that @ cumbination of gases in the sub- 
ways had to be overcome. He finally admitted 
that underwriter wire was one of the cheapest 
and poorest. ‘he company had no wires nearer 
the fatal pole than Broadway. 

Charles E. Barrett, General Manager of the 
Electric Power Company, said: We supply a 
voltage of from 110 to 220 volts for motor- 
power uses. Heard no reports of disturbance 
on the day Feeks was killed. 

Charles G. Young, General Superintendent of 
the Mount Morris Electric Lighting Company, 
said: 

“The maximum force used by us is 1,000 volts for 
fn candescent lighting and trom 1,500 to 2,000 volts 
for arc lighting. We have hourly tests on our cir. 
cuits. On the llth inst. there was no disturbance 
on our wires, so tar as I know or have been abie to 


learn, and our regulations are such thas I should. 


have known if there had been. We use on our 
wires what is known asthe ‘safety insulation.’ I 
have known of no accidents caused by Mount 
Morris Company wires and have been with the 
company since it started. | consider such insula- 
tion sate to handle under proper precautions,” 

These questions and answers followed: 

Would you handle your wires on a wet day? 

Well, I'd rather not. 

Wouid linemen repairing wires under ground or 
over head run the greater danger? 

There is much more danger under ground. Men 
should always be made to wear rubber gloves and 
rubber boots. 

John James Moore, General Manager of the 
East River Company, said that on the day 
Fecks died there was no disturbance on East 
River wires so far as he had been able to learn. 
* We use what is known as Trinidad insulation, 
a modern and acc»pted style. Our voltage is 
1,000 volts alternating and 2,000 continuous, 
I know underwriter insulation to be very dan- 
gerous. I would not take the risk of handling 
our wires barehanded on a wet day unless it 
was extremely necessary. I think the highest 
Voltage used on our power wire is 1,200, 
We have a line of. wire on the east side of 
Centre-street. We have a circuit running ie 
down through Park-place. Ido not believe in 
subways such a8 they are constructing here in 
New-York. They are too small to workin. In 
my opinion the only subway system that is su- 
perior to a perfect overhead system is one such 
as they have in Paris, where the wires are run 
through the sewers, so large as to be practically 
underground streets.” sf 

Edward Leslie, General Manager of the Man- 
hattan Electric Light Company, said that his 
company only did incandescent lightirg with 
an alternating current of 1,000 volts. Two 
hundred miles of his wire were overhead and 
forty miles under ground, Those in the sup- 
Ways were giving, perssct satisfaction, On the 
day Feeks died there was no disturbdnce in the 
company’s stations, and men sent.out to invea- 
tigate could not find that the company’s wires 
were Lanes There had never been an acci- 
dent caused by their wires, as they were the 
best and were new. ; 

Frank M. Siers, foreman of the Brush Compa- 
ny linemen, told the story of Fecks. Heo assist- 
ed in lowering the body. He said Feeks un- 
doubtedly was killed by a current varried from 
an electric light or motor wire. 

Foreman Brennan—But witnesses here have 
said that therd was not power enough in a 
motor wire to kill. : 

Witness—Well, maybe there hain’t, (winking,) 
but I repeat that the current that killed Feeks 
came either from @ motor or an electric light 
wire.. Linstruct all my linemen to handle all 
wires as though they are alive. 

lt was at this nent that the witness gave 
Assistant District Attorney Davis a hint whieh 
waa followed iy Bg maze of questions that 
brought forth the first real clue as to what elec- 
tric t company owned the wire that killed 


Chua, October 24, 
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Feeks. It was as follows: When on the pole 
helping to rescue the body, the witness ordered 


Cunningbam to cut a certain telegraph or tele- - 


phone wire. It was ‘cutand he (witness) no- 
tived that it was alive and carried a current. 
After the body was rescued, he followed up that 
wire and found thatit ran all the way up the 
west side of Centre-street to Broome, where it 
was broken off and hung down. In its 
route that wire, which he noticed was 
alive, passed over a live day circuit of the 
Brush Sompents walsh ran along Centre-street 
from Duane to Walker street, and crossed over 
# live day circuit of the Brush Company that 
ran along the’ south side of Broome-street. 
Witness was sure, however, that the two wires 
were ‘‘nice and clear of each other.” 

Coroner Schultze and his jury will now make 
every effort to see whether that fatal wire and 
those parallel and cruss live day circuits of the 
Brush Company were so ‘“‘nice and clear,” as 
Foreman Siers says. 

The investigation will go on to-day at 11 
o'clock. 


CLAIMS FOR DAMAGES. 





COLLECTOR ERHARDT’3 EFFORTS 
HEAD OFF DISHONESTY. 


A few months ago the Collector became satis- 
fied that some damage brokers were very reck- 
less in their statements on which they secured 
allowances for their clients in the fruit trade. 
He ordered an investigation, and when w case 
was established in which a damage broker had 
sworn to the bad condition of a quantity of 
fruit which at the time had not been removed 
from the hold of the vessel, he decided thata 
halt should be called and issued an order that 
in future goods on which damage was 
claimed should be sent for examination to the 
Appraiser’s Stores. A few days ago the Col- 
lector received a letter from Assistant Secre- 
tary of tne Treasury Tichenor approving his 
action and calling attention to the fact that 


since the new regulation went into eftect the 
Dumber of claims had largely decreased. Yes- 
terday the Collector received the following let- 
ler, on the sawe subject, from a well-known 
New-York importing house: 

NEW-YORK, Oct, 22, 1889. 
The Hon. Joel B. Krharat: 

DEAR Sik: We notice that cortain importers of 
fruit are objecting to tue reguiation that when 
claims for damage allowance sure made on goods 
they should be sent to Appraiser’s Warehouse for 
examination. While this may be a hardship i 
Special cases, We believe that in ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred that isa just and proper regula- 
tion and that the chief outcry comes [rom im- 
porters who have been in the habit of swearing toa 
damage allowance claim without ever seeing the 
goods and who divide the ullowance so obtained 
with damage brokers, who in turn employ portions 
of it improperly in other directions. it would be in 
the interest of honesty in trade if there were no 
damage allowance made, and it would not be a 
hardship upon the importing public because 
they can imsure against salt-water cdam- 
age, and no other damage allowance should 
be allowed except in the case of green iruit, when, 
if decay had ocvasioned nearly total loss, goous 
might be surrendered to the Government and the 
duties remitted, Our tirm is among the largest im- 
porters ot iraits and nuts, which now come by 
steamer and arrive in bright, handsome condition. 
We have uot made a claim for a damage allowance 
in several years. ‘This is suttiicient eviaence that 
either we do not know our business or that numer- 
ous claims by other importers are unfounded. 

We do not think that there are likely to be many 
cases where an injustice to importers would be 
done by requiring them to send their goods to the 
Appraiser’s Stores for examination. The claims for 
damages on such goods for sweat and “molding” 
are almost without exception fictitiods. We trust 
you will continue this wholesome and salutary 
regulation. THURBER, WHYLAND & CU.

PRESIDENT DWIGHT ON THE NEEDS OF

CUTTING DOWN ESTIMATES 


COMMISSIONER GILROY 
READY TO TAKE LESS, 

A BIG REDUCTION IN THE CHARITIES 
DEPARTMENT'S FIGURES—A CUT IN 
EMPLOYEES’ SALARIES. 


The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
toiled almost all day yesterday in the Mayor's 
office over the estimates of the Departments of 
Public Works and Charities and Correction. 

Commissioner Gilroy kave the board a sur- 
prise similar to that given it on Tuesday by 
Supervisor Kenny of tbe City Record. The 
Commissioner of Public Works bad asked in 
his estimate for $3,408,645. The expenditures 
of the department this year were $3,160,081, 
but yesterday Mr. Gilroy agreed totake $3,154,- 
450, which includes special amounts of $160,- 
OvO for excavating reservuirs in Central Park 
and $100,000 for new pavements, This means 


a practical saving.of upward of $265,000, for 
nearly that amount of work must be done in 
the coming year over the amount done last year. 

Mr. Gilroy explained the details of the ex- 
penditures at sume length. A decrease in tue 
salary list of $39,526 was shown, and he was 
allowed $100,000 for maintenance of boule- 
vards, roads, and avenues aiready paved. 
Thése items also were passed: 


Bronx River work, $27,400; free floating baths, 
$54,00U; for maintenance and general repairs of 
the aqueduct and new gatehvuse in Central Park, 
$175,000; reservoir, $24,000; lamps, gas, and elec- 
tric lights, $706,500; laying Croton water pipes, 
$250,000; repairs to public buildings, $0,000; re- 
moval of street obstructions, $47,400; repairs and 
renewal of stop-cocks and pipes, $220,000; salaries 
of engineer corps clerks, $ 2,000; repairs and re- 
newal of street pavements and regrading, $367,000; 
Tepaving streets and avenues, $413,000; care ot 
sewers, $185,000; supplies for public buildings, 
$135,000; salaries, $92,000. 

President Porter and Commissioner Sheehy 
of the Charities and Correction Department 
asked for $2,991,050 for their expenses. ‘ This 
year it was $2,197,050. Mayor Grant was sur- 
prised at the request for aa increase of about 
$800,000, and he questioned every item close- A 
ly. The result was that the estimate was cut 
down $882,020, although this deduction may 
be decreased if it is clearly shown that the 
needs of the department are growing so rap- 
idly that more money is needed. 

For salaries $637,400 was asked and $564,000 
was allowed; $1,392,000 was asked for sup- 
plies and $1,250,000 was allowed: $69,000 was 
asked for alterations and additions and $60,000 
was allowed; $839,150 was askea for the con- 
a cen ot new buildings and $100,0U0 was 
allowed.

ALL CUT 8 PER CENT. 
The Commissioners of Public Charities and 
Correction passed a resolution at their meeting 
yesterday which will take 8 per cent. from the 


salaries of nearly 800 employes for the months 
of October, November, and December. All 
persons employed by the department are 
attected, except those in the insane asylums, 
for which the appropriation fund is a sepurate 
one. 

President Porter explained the reduction, say 
ing that it was not by any means a voiuntary 
action on the part of the board, but arose from 
the action of the Board of Estimate on appro- 
priations for this year. “ We tind,” he said, “a 
normal growth in the work which this depart- 
ment has to do, and, of course, & steady need of 
more employes to doit. We asked for a sum 
sufficient to admit of some new but necessary 
appointments. The Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment cut the total amount for salaries, 
outside the insane asylums, by $26,000. The 
sum left was just $6,600 less than the amount 
of similar expenses for the preceding year. 

“Tt followed that either salaries must be cut 
or the deticit must be made up by transfers or 
economies in other expenciturea, for Which 
there was little room. We were well within the 
insane tund appropriation. however, owing 
chietly to the fact that we were unable to open 
our farm at Islip till the middle of May. We 
asked to have the surplus on that fund trans- 
ferrea to the salary appropnation, Mayor 
Grant wag inclined to retuse this request, on 
the ground that ‘every department ought to 
know what it needs, and ask for it.’ The Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment agreed with 
him, and declined to do anything. I hardly see 
how this logic applies to us considering the 
fact that we asked for more than we got and 
got less than we were actually expending. But 
we have nothing to do now but to cut our coat 
according to our cloth. 

‘*We have deferred action as long as possible 
to the last three months of the year, hoping for 
some relief. Salaries are wretchedly small, and 
the cut will be felt. Keepers in the institutions 
get $800 a year. Four or five men here in the 
office and in responsible positions outside have 
$3,000. This is the highest figure among the 
salaries to becut. Some of the salaries run as 
low as $5 per month.” 

Some individual salaries in the department 
were raised materially by the Board of Esti- 
mate. In such a case the incumbent has not 
only been unable to get all that was deliberate- 
ly voted to him, but tinds the residue which he 
expected to secure cut down by 8 per oent. for 
three months like ali the rest. The salaries of 
the Commissioners, which are fixed by law, are 
of course unaffected by the action taken. 


EDUCATIONAL ESTIMATES, 
A special meeting of the Board of Education 
was held yesterday, at which, besides a small 
grist of routine business, the annual budget 


was adopted and a committee of five was ap- 
pointed to urge the appropriations therein con- 
tained upon the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, 

The estimates for the ensuing year, under 
Leone respective appropriation heads, are as fol- 
ows: 


For salaries of teachers, $3,100,317, an increase 
of $220,317 over last year; for salaries of janitors, 
$147,942, an increase of $1,342; for salaries of 
teachers and janitors of evening schools, $140,000, 
an increase of $20,000; for increase of salaries of 
Principals and teachers of evening schools, $17,500; 
for saijaries of ollicers, clerks, and ether employes 
of the Board of Education, $42,938, an increase of 
$1,933; for salary of counsel io the Board of Edu- 
cation, $3,000; for salaries of City Superintendent 
and assistants, $35,600; for salaries of truant 
agents, $13,200; for salaries of clerks to the 
Boards of school Trustees, $4,000, an increase of 
$1,500; for support of the nautical school, $27,500; 
for salary of foreman and truckman of workshop, 
$3,000, an increase of $200; tyr supplies—books, 
maps, slates, stationary, &c.—for all the schools, 
$180,000, an increase ot $5,000; for rent of 

chool buildings, $60,000 an increase of 
$10,000; for fuel, $113,000, an increase of 
$5,000; for gas and other lighting, $22,000, an in- 
crease of $2,000; for incidental expenses of eve- 
ning school, $1,500; of ward schools, $53,000; for 
building contingent fund, $45,000, an increase of 
$5,000; for pianos and repairs, $3,500; for furni- 
tuie and repairs, $71,000, an increase of $31,000; 
for repairs to buildings, $175,950, an increase of 
$95,950; for changes and repairs of heating appara-

CLAUS SPRECKELS ON HIS FUTURE 
PLAN OF OPERATIONS. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. ,23.—Claus Spreckels in- 
tended to begin work at his big refinery at the 
foot of Reed-street to-day, but, owing to the bad 
weather and other causes, he was prevented 
from doing so, Active operations will probably 
begin next week. 

Mr. Spreckels this afternoon spoke as if he 
firmly believed that he would win in his great 
fight against the Sugar Trust. He said: “I 
would have started work to-day, but some of 
the contractors have kept me back, and I wiil 
have to wait now until next week. Everything 
is ready, except some preliminary work, which, 
owing to the bad weather, could not be done. 
Lin tend to start right in next week, and I shall 
ta rn out sugar and sell it, too.” 

“ What is the capacity of your refinery?’ Mr, 
Spreckels was asked. 

“Iwill produce 1,000,000 pounds a day at 
the start,” he replied. ‘“‘By February 2,000,- 
000 pounds aday will be turned out. I have 
decided, as { announced some time ago, to 
dv uble the plant, and when the new buildings 
are tinisued, as they will be verore the end of 
i year, | will produce 4,000,000 pounds a 

ay.’’ 

** Will you build a refinery at New-Orleans?” 

“T don’t care to say much about that,” was 

Mr. Spreckels’s reply, «but New-Orleans will be 
the next odjective point. A rehnery will be 
built there with a capacity of 1,000,000 pounds 
aday. My Calfornia refinery has a capucity of 
1,000,000 pounds a day, and when I have 
doubled my plant here | will produce 6,000,- 
OUU pounds Of sugaraday.

There 
Was & drop yesterday in the price of retined 
sugar of one-cighth of @ cent a pound, making 
the price 746 cents a pound. very decline of 
one-eighth means a uccrease in the income of 
the trust of $10,000 a day. I look fora drop of 
1 vent a pound in qhe price of sugar in the next 
thirty days. This means a decrease of $80,000 
more @ Gay in the income of the trust. Sugar 
must drop. We have to come down to the com- 
mon basis. If the sugar people here reruse to 
lower prices, sugar will be sent here from Eng- 
land and ail parts of Europe. 

“ fhere has been a great deal of talk,” said 
Mr. Spreckels, ‘‘about the recent big drop in 
the price of Sugar ‘rust certificates and the 
Gause. I think | can throw some light on the 
lnatter. The property of the trust was worth 
about $15,000,000 when it was started, and 
certificates to the amount of $49,000,000 were 
issued. The trustis loaded up with a lot of 
high-priced sugar, and the market 1s in a bad 
condiyion, and that is why the insiders have 
been sliding out their certificates. Two 
wouths ago the trust pwid tor raw 
material 244 cents a pound more than 
they could buy it for to-day. They laid 
iu stock of 45,000 tons of raw sugar, tor which 
they paid 344 cents a pound. To-day the nom- 
iuat price of raw sugar is6 cents. ‘The loss ‘to 
tbe trust (exclusive of interest on the money 
invested and storage charges) is $2,025,000 on 
this transaction. ‘ne insiders in the trust, of 
course, know this, and probavly that 1s one of 
the reasous for the drop in the certificates. 
There will be another drop soon, as [ have said, 
in the price of refined sugar and in the price of 
raw sugar, and this means further loss tu the 
trust.”

AMERIOAN VESSELS SHUT OUT. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Oct. 23.—Advices ‘from 
British Columbia indicate that a recent Cus- 
toms order relative to coasting has created 
quite astir. Untila short time ago American 
vessels enjoyed full coasting privileges in Brit- 
ish Columbia waters. Thus, while United 
States vessels have been allowed to take bond- 
ed freight from Vancouver, which had come 
over the Canadian Pacific Railway, and deliver 
it at Canadian ports, Canadian vessels, on the 
other hand, have not been allowed to gather 
freight at Portland and deliver it at Seattle, Ta- 
coma, or Port Townsend. 

All this is changed. Acting upon representa- 
tions of Canadian shipping owners, an order 
has been issued by the department that when 
goods are transported in bond over United 
States railways in transit from a Canadian port 
destined for a portin British Columbia, carry- 
ing from the port of transshipment to the point 
of destination shall only be done by British 
vessels or .toreign vessels which have acquired 
the right to the coasting trade of Canada.
